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RECENT PUBICATIONS. 


The Artilleryman, by Jay M. Lee (J. M. Lee, Kansas 
City, Mo.). The author was a member of the 129th 
Field Artillery, which unit forms the subject of this 
book, from its organization until its demobilization. He 
is therefore well equipped to relate his experiences and 
impressions of the service of an American artilleryman 
overseas during the World War. As he explains, “it is 
written from the standpoint of those on the inside look- 
ing out, and around, rather than with the larger field of 
view of those on the outside or at a distance.” He 
has told the history of this efficient organization in a 
very interesting and entertaining way which must ap- 
peal to every former member of the organization. Dur- 
ing its existence it was commanded by three officers, who 
were graduates of the U.S. Military Academy: Cols. 
Karl D. Klemm; Robert M. Danford, who was later 
promoted to brigadier general and who is now command- 
ant of cadets at the Military Academy, and Emery T. 
Smith. There were also other West Point officers in the 
unit during the time of its service, which no doubt aided 
greatly in bringing it to the standard of efficiency which 
it attained. ‘The regiment was organized on Aug. 5, 
1917, and was actually in action at eleven o’clock on the 
morning of Nov. 11, 1918, when the armistice went into 
effect. Its experiences while in camp at Camp Doni- 
phan, Okla., and overseas are related in sequence and 
with such detail that they will be read with particular 
interest by those who served with the command, and no 
doubt by others. The photographs and maps which ac- 
company the work add to its value. There is an appen- 
dix, a glossary and also a roster of the regiment. 

The January number of the Army Quarterly, one of 
the most important of the British service publications, 
contains among other articles of interest contributions by 
such noted British officers as Major Gen. Sir Frederick 
Maurice on “The Versailles Supreme War Council,” 
another by Major Gen. Sir J. H. Davidson on “De- 
fense of the British Empire,” a joint contribution by 
Brig. Gen. J. E. Edmonds on “The Scapegoat of the 
Battle of the Marne, 1914, Lieutenant Colonel Hentsch 
and the Order for the German Retreat,” one by Lieut. 
Col. A. B. Beauman on the “Tactical Training of the 
Junior Officer,” and another by the Historical Section 
(military branch) of the Committee of Imperial Defense 
on “The French Plan of Operations, August, 1914.” 

Abraham Lincoln, Man of God, by John Wesley Hill 
(G. P. Putnam’s Sons: New York). Preceded by a 
tribute from er George, a foreword by Major Gen. 
Leonard Wood, U.S.A., and an introduction by Presi- 
dent-elect Warren G. Harding, the book shows the ming- 
ling of goodness and greatness in the character of one of 
the greatest Americans who has ever lived. Tracing his 
life from infancy to death, the influence which religion 
had upon Abraham Lincoln is emphasized and cited and 
his spiritual growth set forth in a way that holds the 
reader’s attention. 

Chateau-Thierry: An American Shrine, by Col. James 
A. Moss, U.S.A., and Lieut. Col. H. S. Howland, U.S. 
A. George Banta Publishing Co.: Menasha, Wis.). In 
a handsomely printed booklet of thirty-four pages, illus- 
trated with original drawings by M. Pierce Desbois, a 
well known French artist, and which is in the nature of 
a guide book, the road to Chateau-Thierry from Paris 
is described, descriptions being given of the towns and 
villages through which the 2d and 3d Divisions of the 
A.B.F. passed on their way to the historic spot which 
marked the check of the great German drive for Paris 
which began on May 31, 1918, and ended on June 3. 
In addition to Chateau-Thierry the fights at Belleau 
Woods, Bouresche, Vaux and Lucy le Bocage are 
touched upon. The booklet is a worth-while memento 
of scenes in which the Regular Army figured so greatly. 

An Introduction to the History of Japan, by Katsuro 
Hara (G. P. Putnam’s Sons: New York). This work is 
one of the Yamato Society’s publications, the object of 
the society being to “make clear the meaning and ex- 
tent of Japanese culture in order to reveal the funda- 
mental character of the nation to the world.” In set- 
ting forth these objects the author observes: “The mili- 
tary achievements of Japan in the last twenty years 
have done much to make the world appreciate and ac- 
knowledge the intrinsic worth of the Japanese nation. 
It is, however, very doubtful whether other nations find 
in us many other things to admire besides our military 
excellence. Some of them, indeed, without fully investi- 
gating their deeper causes, have entertained serious mis- 
givings as to the probable consequences of our military 
successes.” A general sketch of the history of Japan is 
given. ‘ 

The Lafayette Flying Corps, edited by James Nor 
man Hall and Charles Bernard Nordhoff; associate edi- 
tor Edgar G. Hamilton (Houghton Mifflin Co.: New 
York). Dedicated to William K. Vanderbilt, jr., “gen- 
erous and loyal friend of the Lafayette Flying Corps.” 
this history of the famous organization that covered it- 
self with glory in France in the World War fur- 
nishes a record as complete and authentic as possible 
and at the same time “reconstructs an atmosphere” 
which sarrounded the corps. Those who had the work 
in charge have succeeded admirably. Certainly no pub- 
lication that has yet appeared has told more graphically 
and completely the story of aerial flights and fights of 
this unit of the Allied forces. The contents of the vol- 
umes, of which there are two, are divided into sections, 
devoted to the origin of the Escadrille Americaine, the 
Escadrille Lafayette at the front, the Lafayette Flying 
Corps, biographical sketches of friends of the corps and 
of its members. There is a facsimile of a letter of ap- 
preciation written in November, 1919, by Marshal Foch 
of France. A page is devoted to each member of the 
corps, in which his service record is given together with 
a short biography or obituary, as the case may be, while 
his photograph also appears. An appendix contains 
a list of the members of the Lafayette Flying Corps re-

leased by the French government before serving at the 
front, including those who were killed or died of illness; 
of those who were wounded or became prisoners of war, 
who were pilots in French squadrons, who became pilots, 
in order of enlistment, of those who were transferred to 
the U.S. Army Air Service or Naval Air Force, and of 
the official victories accredited to members. Among 
these latter appear the names of such aces as Lufberry, 
Baylies, Putnam, Baer, Cassaday, Larner, Ponder, Con- 
nelly, Thaw, Prince and others, the victories totaling 
199, only those being given that were officially con- 
firmed by American er French authorities. There are 
many stories of the exploits of such notable French aces. 
as Guynemer, Fonck and Nungesser. The volumes, the 
typographical work and binding of which are excellent, 
are filled with photographs of individuals and scenes, 
and also a number of paintings of combat scenes, repro- 
duced in color. 

The Airplane, by Frederick Bedell (D. Van Nostrand 
€o.: New York). As a member of a commission for 
planning the courses in our schools of military aeronau- 
tics, a writer on aeronautical subjects and a member of 
a number of aeronautical and engineering societies the 
author is well qualified to prepare this practical discus- 
sion of the principles of airplane flight, which is accom- 
panied by 115 illustrations and a glossary. 

Sniping in France, with Notes on the Scientific Train- 
ing of Scouts, Observers and Snipers, by H. Hesketh- 
Prichard (E. P. Dutton and Co.: New York). The av- 
thor, who held the rank of major in the British army 
during the World War, and received the Distinguished 
Service Order and the Military Cross, was the com- 
mandant of the 1st Army, 8.S.O. and S., as it was termed 
in the British service, meaning School of Sniping, Ob- 
servation and Scouting, and a most important and valv- 
able adjunct to the service it proved to be. The book 
contains a foreword by Gen. Lord Horne. The immense 
advantages which had accrued to the Germans through 
their superiority in trench warfare sniping was not 
realized by the British high command until 1916. Major 
Prichard, through practical demonstration with a tele- 
scopie-sighted rifle, convinced those in authority what 
could be done in meeting the German sniper at his owm 
game, with the result that schools were soon established 
at which sniping, scouting and observation were taught. 
Because of this the German losses from sniping soon be- 
came formidable. Sniping sections were established all 
‘through that part of the army which operated on _ the 
battle front. How these units were trained and how 
they worked in the field is told in detail and in a very 
vivid and interesting way. 

Diplomatic Reminiscences, Before and During the 
World War, 1911-1917, by A. Nekludoff (E. P. Dutton 
and Co.: New York). ‘The author was formerly Rus- 
sian minister at Sofia and at Stockholm and ambassa- 
dor at Madrid. The volume deals with his work in Bul- 
garia, with the two Balkan wars, those of 1912 and 
1913, which form the prelude to the catastrophe of 1914; 
with Sweden, the World War and Russian revolution. 

History of the American Field Service in France— 
“Friends of France’—1914-1917, Told by Its Members 
(Houghton Mifflin Co.: Néw York). In the three vol- 


umes which form this set are contained the records of

2,400 young Americans, nearly all university men, who 
were represented in every great battle of the World War, 


. and who, in their own words, give some of the reasons 


why they came to love and venerate France while fight- 
ing on her soil. These books are the history of these 
men who enlisted in 1915, 1916 and 1917-and pledged 
themselves for service in the French army during the 
emergency. Each book contains various sections to 
which contributions are made by members of the Ser- 
vice who participated in the various events they de- 
scribe. In the first volume, which bears an autographed 
letter from Marshal Foch in which he expresses his 
recognition of the great work done for France by the 
American Field Service, are sections relating to the duty 
performed in Flanders, on the Somme, at Verdun, in Lor- 
raine and in the Balkans. The second volume contains 
a summary of the history of different sections of the 
Service in the U.S. Army in France, and again with the 
French army on the Meuse, at the officers’ training 
school at Meaux, in the Champagne and elsewhere. Vol- 
ume three includes the story of the Reserve Mallet, 
camion’s diaries, poems, humorous and other sketches, 
end-of-the-war sketches and verse, a list of hrench army 
decorations received by members of the Service and a 
roster of the members. Each volume is profusely illus- 
trated. The publication of this work is not a commer- 
cial venture. All profits from its sale go directly to 
the funds of the American Field Service Fellowships for 
French universities, which have during the current year 
been used to send thirty Americans to France for ad- 
vaneed study in French universities, fellowships being 
awarded for advanced study to students selected from 
American colleges, universities and technical establish- 
ments and fellowships for French students in American 


universities. These endowments are designed as memo- . 


rials for the Field Service men who gave their lives in 
the war. 


L’Action Maritime Pendant la Guerre Anti-Ger- 
manique, by Contre-Amiral Daveluy (Augustin Challa- 
mel: Paris, France). This distinguished French naval 
officer has covered, in two volumes, the maritime actions 
of the Allied and Entente fleets during the World War, 
discussing at length the more important combats and 
movements of those naval forces. He does not hesitate to 
criticize where he believes criticism is justified. Of 
the Dardanelles enterprise, which was undertaken with 
the object of re-establishing communication between the 
Black Sea and the Mediterranean so as to permit. trans- 
actions with Russia and at the same time reduce Turkey 
through Constantinople, he declares that the conception 
was grandiose and its realization the sole difficulty. Con- 
trary to all principles of strategy the Allies pretended 
to annihilate the defenses of. the Dardanelles with ships 
alone and without the aid of land forces. The reason 
for this advance by the Allies, that troops in force were 
not available to operate with the ships because of their 
need elsewhere, he considers no excuse whatever; if 
land troops were not available the movement with ships 
alone should not have been undertaken. Another. error, 
he believes, was the failure to make the entire attack one 
of surprise. The work is accompanied by many maps. 

The 3d Corps Area is the title of an eight-page weekly 
publication which made its first appearance on Dec, 24, 
1920. It is published at Edgewood, Md., in the interests 
of soldiers and civilians of the area. Its publishers are 
civilians. The news of the area is presented in an in- 
teresting way. 
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To Bury UNKNOWN A.E.F. SoLprIeR IN ARLINGTON. 

Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., and Major Gen. John 
A. Lejeune, U.S.M.C., appeared before the Military Com- 
mittee of the House on Feb. 1 in connection with the 
proposed removal of the body of an unknown A.E.F. 
soldier now buried in France to this country for rein- 
terment with appropriate honors and ceremonies. Such 
a memorial was suggested by the Veterans of the World 
War with the result that a bill providing that this be 
done was introduced in the House by Congressman 
Hamilton Fish, of New York. General Pershing is quoted 
as saying: “I favor the idea. It is a fitting tribute for the 
nation to pay, not only to its unknown dead, but to all 
who gave their lives or risked their lives in France. 
There has been no national expression since the war 
ended to give the people an opportunity to show their 
appreciation. 'The ceremony should be as impressive as 
possible, even to the disinterment and transportation of 
the body. The body should be brought home on a battle- 
ship, accompanied by a detail of soldiers under a gen- 
eral officer. ‘The highest officials and authorities of this 
country should be present at the reinterment. The peo- 
ple should be given an opportunity to participate. The 
day could be made a national holiday or an hour set by 
Congress. Too much cannot be done to honor those who 
lie in France. The use of the word ‘unknown’ would 
cover all those who died. I would prefer the amphi- 
theater at Arlington for the burial place. I do not 
think the rotunda at the Capitol would be suitable. It 
might be that next Memorial Day would be a good time 
for the national participation in the ceremony.” Gen- 
eral Lejeune told the committee he believed that such a 
testimonial to American Service men who lost their lives 
in the World War would be a fitting expression of the 
country’s gratitude to all the American dead who fought 
in the great conflict. Secretary of War Baker wrote 
expressing his approval of the plan, predicting that the 
new Arlington amphitheater would become “the West- 
minster Abbey of America’s heroic dead.” Major Gen. 
Peter C. Harris, The A.G. of the Army, and John T. 
Taylor, representing the American Legion, expressed 
their approval. The committee on Feb. 3 reported the 
bill formally. It provides that the re-interment be in 
Arlington Cemetery. 





Q.M.C. ArpING VETERANS AND STUDENTS. 

Major Gen. H. L. Rogers, Quartermaster General of 
the Army, has made arrangements with the Federal 
Board for Vocational Trainimg such that the board will 


be able to send a large-number of students to the Q.M. 
Training School at Camp Holabird, Md., for automobile 
trade training. These students, veterans of the World 
War, who are being trained in useful trades will enter 
the Motor Transport shops for six months or longer— 
depending on the trade being studied. Because of the 
strictly productive nature of the training plans adopted 
by the Q.M.C. it becomes possible to relieve the Federal 
Board of-some of the expense heretofore incurred in 
training students; every student actually constructs a 
large amount of valuable automotive parts or units, and 
these are put into service, thus eliminating the purchase 
of new material to an appreciable extent. Due to the 
shortage of personnel, the many problems of reorganiza- 
tion and the necessity. of first developing the schools to 
an efficient working scale, the R.O.T.C. activities of the 
Quartermaster Corps, principally confined to the Motor 
Transport Division, have of necessity been given less 
consideration than this important work is entitled to. It 
was believed for a time that it would be necessary to 
recommend a discontinuance of many of the units, but 
owing to the whole hearted co-operation of the officers 
attached to other units at these colleges and to the co- 
operation of the college authorities themselves, it has 
been possible to hold the units together. In view of the 
importance of R.O.T.C. activities in connection with the 
national welfare this co-operative action has been of the 
utmost importance and value. It is expected that the 
camps to be held this summer will go far to assist in 
the development hoped for.

SALUTING IN WASHINGTON. 

An “Ex-Temporary Officer” in Washington writes that 
there have been periodic proposals, often in Congress, to 
do away with the practice of saluting, which have here- 


tofore been resisted by military men. Observation in 
the streets of the Capital, he says, indicates that the 
“new peace-time psychology of democracy” has made a 
great impression on the officers on duty there, in the 
matter of saluting at least. He adds: “A provisional 
try-out of abolishing this requirement in the District 
of Columbia would not only afford a test but abolish a 
regulation that seemingly cannot be enforced. At the 
same time all uniform regulations should be revoked. 
Officers in Washington fall into the following classes in 
the matter of saluting: (1) Those who blandly omit it. 
(2) Those who pull the old recruit trick of looking some- 
where else. (3) Those who keep the left hand in the 
pocket while temporarily subjecting the right to the 
fearful cold. (4) Those who keep a crop in the right 
hand and wave it gayly in the general direction of the 
head. (5) Those who lift a heavy hand to the cap, with 
a gesture of intense boredom. (6) A very small class, 
probably outsiders, who salute in the grotesquely proud, 
snappy manner that was the fashion before the whipped 
cream compenent was added to the ration and the tree- 
culture and crocheting schools came in. Of course, just 
as the colonel can control this matter in a regiment, the 
chiefs in Washington are responsible for the tacit abey- 
ance of these absurd requirements there; but a formal 
order on the subject would remove the dismay of regi- 
mental officers who come to Washington after reading 
War Department circulars on military courtesy.”

Wark DEPARTMENT Gets U.S.S. Yacona. 

The U.S.S. Yacona, which has been transferred from 
the Navy to the War Department, is expected to sail 
about Feb. 15 from New York for Manila, to be used 
by the Philippine government in the Coast Guard and 
Lighthouse Service. 
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GENERAL OFFICERS NON-CONFIRMATION. 
Its Effect Upon the Several Grades. 


Steps have been taken in the War Department to 
overcome the situation which would ordinarily ensue in 
the return to their former grades of the officers of the 
Army appointed to the rank of. general officer in the 
event of non-confirmation of their nominations by the 
Senate. It is conceded that these officers will not be 
confirmed at the present session, so there was necessity 
of making vacancies for them in the grades to which 
they will revert. The appointment of the first officer to 
be a brigadier general was on July 16, 1920. It is now 
arranged that officers promoted to the grade of colonel 


and lieutenant colonel subsequent to that date will be 
renominated with later date of rank. This will result 
in the demotion of twenty-one junior colonels to the 
grade of lieutenant colonel, and of twenty-two junior 
lieutenant colonels to the grade of major. The grade of 
major is not affected for the reason that nominations to 
fill vacancies as late as July 16, 1920, had not been 
made. The date of rank of all officers promoted as of 
July 16, 1920, or subsequent to that date, will be 
changed by non-confirmation of the general officers, be- 
eause the vacancy created by the appointment of a brig- 
adier general exists as of date of acceptance of the ap- 
pointment and not as of the date of the appointment. 
The dates of all casual vacancies which occurred on or 
after July 16, 1920, will be changed to a later date, with 
the exception of that of one colonel. The vacancy which 
this colonel will fill occurred on July 16, 1920, but not 
because of the appointment of a general officer and there- 
fore was not affected by the general officer appointments. 

A list of all the officers affected by the non-confirma- 
tion of the general officer appointees has been submitted 
to Senator Wadsworth, chairman of the Committee on 
Military Affairs, with a full-explanation of the situation 
by Major Gen. Peter C. Harris, The Adjutant General 
of the’ Army. Senator Wadsworth was ‘absent from 
Washington the latter part of this week, and it was 
stated that it was unlikely that the Senate would con- 
firm on Feb. 11, as was anticipated, the nominations for 
promotion in the grades of colonel and below received 
by the Senate on Feb. 4. 


Nominations to Fill Casual Vacancies. 

The nominations of the following officers to fill casual 
vacancies have been submitted to the Senate: To be 
colonels—Lieut. Cols. Alfred Aloe, Inf.; Frank W. Row- 
ell, Inf., and James B. Allison, Sig. Corps. To be lieu- 
tenant colonels—Majors Edwin O. Saunders, J.A.G. 
Dept.; Walter Kreuger, Inf.; Asa L. Singleton, Inf.; 
Arthur L. Bump, Inf.; George Grunert, Cav.; H. W. 
Gregg, Air Ser.; William R. Pope, Cav.; Staley A. 
Campbell, Inf.; John R. Brewer, Inf.; Olney Place, 
Cav. There are forty-two casual vacancies in the grade 
of major, and the officers eligible for promotion to these 
vacancies go down the list of captains to F. W. Bonfils, 
Corps of Engrs. ‘These captains, however, have not 
been nominated. There is a casual vacancy in the grade 
of colonel caused by the retirement of Col. Samuel W. 
Miller on Feb. 10. 

Coming Promotions to Grade of Captain. 

It is expected that the War Department will submit 
to the Senate soon the nominations of approximately 
1,000 officers for promotion to the grade of captain. This 
will-leave at least 1,200 more first lieutenants to be pro- 
moted to captain. There will be about 2,000 who will rank 
as captain from July 1, 1920. There are approximately 
2.400 vacancies in the grade if captain at this time. 
The authorized number in the grade is 4,490. The casual 
vacancies in the grade of captain subsequent to July 1, 
1920, now aggregate 253. 

Vacancies in Commissioned Strength. 


A report that it had been proposed by the War De- 
partment to fill the vacancies in. the commissioned 
strength of the Army, approximating 4,675, in incre- 
ments of about 1,000 each year, lacks confirmation by 
The Adjutant General's Office. The filling of the au- 
thorized strength to 17,717 is a matter which will de- 
pend upon the policy of the incoming Secretary of War, 





it was said, and that there was no need to expand the 
strength of to-day, which is about 13,100. The Army 
Appropriation bill, as passed by the House, provides pay 
for 14,000 officers, and that total may be reached when 
the 1921 graduates from the U.S. Military Academy 
are commissioned in the Army. 
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ARMY EFFICIENCY REPORT DEVELOPMENT. 
Colonel Bishop Describes Study by Personnel Branch. 


The development of the efficiency report by the Per- 
sonnel Branch of the General Staff is described by Col. 
P. P. Bishop,. G.S.C., in a description of personnel ad- 
ministration of the Army containing matter that is of 
the utmost interest to the Service, more particularly, as 
Colonel Bishop points out, since the present system is 
a development of the past two years. “Shortly after 
the signing of the armistice,” he says, “the Personnel 
Branch took up the study of special problems connected 
with the administration of commissioned personnel.” 
These studies were approached with the realization that 
efficiency depends to a great extent upon morale, and 
that the morale of the officers of tae Army is affected by 
the following conditions: 

“Fairness and adherence to carefully worked out and 
announced policies in handling commissioned personnel ; 
assignments to duties. according to suitability, with a 
consideration for the preferences of officers, when prac- 
ticable ; elimination of personal acquaintance and favor- 
itism, making selections instead upon records of officers 
which should be a complete and accurate measure of 
qualifications and performance; frequent changes of 
station are undesirable; fairness in distribution of offi- 
cers to line and staff; leaves of absence in normal times 
should be granted with liberality; foreign service ros- 
ters should be followed strictly ; service at desirable and 
undesirable stations should be distributed fairly to all 
officers; equal opportunity should be afforded all officers 
to develop and establisi their special qualifications.” 

With the above matters in mind, this study says, spe- 
cial studies and investigations for the purpose of de 
veloping a system for the handling of assignments and 
promotions were made as to the “basic principles under- 
lying efficient handling of assignments and details” and 
“the nature and scope of efficiency reports,” the effi- 
ciency report being the “foundation of scientific per- 
sonnel work.” Colonel Bishop then states that the effi- 
ciency report form used before the war “was defective 
in a number of ways,” one of its chief defects being that 
“while the old report did not emphasize what an officer 
was especially fitted to do, it did emphasize his weak- 
nesses.” Another defect in the old form of report was 
that “three officers reported on the same blank form, 
and it usually developed that the second and third offi- 
cers were influenced by the reports made by the first.” 

The new form of efficiency report developed as a re- 
sult of several months’ work fulfils the following re- 
quirements: “The system enables the War Department 
to determine an officer’s general efficiency—his general 
value to the Service; an officer’s special fitness for par- 
ticular classes of duty, in case he has such fitness; it is 
brief enough so that, with the force of officers and 
clerks available, the reports received at the War De- 
partment can be fully digested and the officers classi- 
fied; it is in such form that it is not necessary to make 
a file of extracts therefrom as was done with the old 
efficiency report; it is a system that does not require too 
much explanation and application of intricate detail in 
order to obtain the results desired from reporting offi- 
cers; it does not require an undue amount of time on 
the part of reporting officers; it not only gives the War 
Department the information it requires, but the Ser- 
vice, generally, has faith in it; it is suitable for use 
both in peace and war.” 

Examination of Efficiency Reports by Officers. 

Under this new system any officer is permitted to in- 
spect his efficiency record in the War Department. The 
reporting officer, when he makes an unfavorable entry 
of fact on an officer’s efficieney report, is required to 
furnish a copy of such entry to the officer concerned. 
‘The latter then has an opportunity to make any state- 
ment he desires with reference to this. The latter state- 
ment, with the remarks of the reporting officer, are for- 
warded with the. efficiency report. fficers are cau- 
tioned that no unfavorable entry of fact should be made 
as a matter of opinion. A copy of any unfavorable en- 
try of opinion need not be furnished the officer reported 
on. -Par. 6 of the instructions on the efficiency report 
blank states: “It, however, is the duty of commanding 
officers to acquaint officers under their commands with 
deficiencies in such a manner as seems-best, and by in- 
struction and example of leadership, or when necessary, 
by disciplinary or other proper means, assist the officer 
in correcting these deficiencies.” 

In order that no injustice may be done an officer the 
efficiency reports that are submitted covering his ser- 
vice are carefully considered and studied by an officer 
detailed especially for this work by reason of his ex- 
perience and capability along this line. The actual rat- 
ing of the officer and his grading in various qualifica- 
tions are made in the office of the Chief of Service by 
an officer belonging to that service and selected for this 
specific duty. It can be readily seen that this rating 
officer, having before him a perspective of the records of 
all officers of that particular branch of the Service, can, 
after a complete study and evaluation of the efficiency 
reports, arrive at a very accurate classification or com- 
parative rating as to general efficiency in any particular 
qualification. Care is taken in this connection to insure 
that no officer. suffers in his rating due to the fact that 
he may be serving under a reporting officef who rates 
generally lower than other officers. 

Colonel Bishop says in conclusion: “Twenty-five 
years ago there were, in the Regular Army, approxi- 
mately one-tenth of the present number of officers. In 
the Artillery, for example, an officer of a few years’ ser- 
vice knew the majority of the 280-odd officers in his 
arm. It was possible for the War Department to make 
assignments from personal knowledge of officers, and 
this was the custom. This system is unfair and unjust 
to the majority of officers of the Army and unsound in 
principle. ‘There should be reward for merit and pen- 
alty for failure. Now that officers can be eliminated 
from the Army, a paramount duty of the War Depart- 
ment is awarding, with uniformity and accuracy, credit 
for actual service performed. An injury is done to the 
majority of the officers of the Service if favoritism is 
accorded to a few. An Army of 17, officers cannot 
be administered by the crude and vicious method of the 
Army Directory and blue pencil in the hand of an indi- 
vidual officer. With a modern Army organization it 
now becomes the duty of each officer of the Army to 
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acquaint himself with the problem of personnel adminis« 
tration and lend his assistance to the solution of mang 
of the difficult phases of it.” 
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Army Owes a Dest TO GENERAL DAWES. 

Former Brig. Gen. Charles G. Dawes, who was in 
charge of procurement of supplies for the American Exe 
peditionary Forces, appeared before the Select Commit- 
tee on Expenditures in the War Department, as noted 
last week, and made the strongest, as well as most spec- 
tacular, defense of the accomplishments of the Regular 
Army in the World War which has been yet recorded 
in the hearing by members of Congress, a service for 
the Army for which it will ever be in his debt. For the 
first time since the armistice the “probers” and “investi- 
gators” of the Army's conduct of the war were placed 
on the defensive, for all the pettiness of the fault-finding 
of the last two years and three months was laid bave 
by Mr. Dawes so decisively that even the members of 
the sub-committes before which he appeared were 
thrown back to an apologetic attitude in. approach to 
questions asked of this virile, plain-speaking witness. 
Ranking officers of the Army indorsed the straight-hit- 
ting, direct and imperturbable way in which Mr. Dawes 
laid emphasis on’ the real accomplishments of our mit- 
tary forces and wished they might be in a position to 
accentuate his testimony, if it could be done. Aside 
from the voluble and pyrotechnic character: of the vo- 
cabulary employed by this witness, what he drove home 
was the truth that should have been spoken with warmth 
and enthusiasm in Congress and out of it by apprecia- 
tive Americans. The timidity, and worse, of those in a 
position to make assertions to which the Army never 
had and never would have an opportunity to reply was 
brought before the public by Mr. Dawes with such viv- 
idness that it could not fail to revive in millions of 
hearts the welling gratitude to our military forces which 
was felt throughout the length and breadth of the land 
when on Nov. 11, 1918, the word came that the war was 
won. The Washington Post well said: “General Dawes 
was right. The record of the American Army during 
the war will endure for centuries, and’ the memory of 
the mistakes will fade.” 
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Senator LopGE AND Navy NOMINATIONS. 

During the debate relative to confirmation of promo- 
tions in the Regular Army in the Senate on Feb. 4, 
Senator Lodge, in reply to Senator Swanson, who urged 
confirmation of Navy appointments and promotions, said: 
-.. + “but I doubt very..much if they will be re- 
ferred, because it is not desired to open the whole case. 
The case of the nominations in the Navy is very different 
from that of the Army nominations. The Navy nom- 
inations are for promotion or for original appointments. 
It will not make the slightest difference whether or not 
they are confirmed at this session, because they will hold 
until Dee. 30 of next year.” The Senator was evidently 
confused as to the duration of the extension of tempo- 
rary appointments in the Navy, which will expire on 
Dec. 30, 1921, with the question of confirming officers of 
the Navy who were appointed or .originally appointed 
during the recess of the Senate. These have nothing in 
common. The nominations before the Senate for con- 
firmation have to do with permanent appointment and 
permanent promotion of Navy officers and not with tem- 
porary appointments or temporary promotions. If the 
officers nominated for permanent appointment or promo- 
tion are not confirmed at this session it may do them no 
injury, but it will cause disappointment and uneasiness, 
and a letting down of morale, until the Senate can act 
upon a list resubmitted at the forthcoming extra session. 
Non-confirmation will compel the reissue of a large 
number of appointments and promotions of officers who 
won their reward by war service and concerning whom 
there can be no question now or at any future time.

CIVILIANS TO BE DiscHaRGED, Q.M.C. 

In accordance with instructions to reduce the monthly 
pay rolls of civilian employees of the Quartermaster 
Corps forty per cent. or more based upon the amount 
paid throughout the Service during December, 1920, the 
Personnel Division, Office of the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, states that arrangements have been made for the 
discharge of employees to meet the requirement. As the 
reduction was to be effected by Feb. 15,-and the order 
was not issued by the War Department until the latter 
part. of January, an enormous amount of labor was 
necessitated for the personnel of the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral’s Office to comply with the instructions. Depot 
quartermasters are now being advised as to how the re- 
duction is to affect their respective personnel so that 
discharges may be made accordingly, by Feb. 15.

Navy Post-GRADUATE ENGINEERING C1LAss.

Officers who have previously submitted requests should 
renew them in order that the bureau may be assured that 
they still desire this duty. 
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GENERAL MARSHALL FOR RESERVE CORPS. 

The nomination of former Brig. Gen. Richard C. Mar 
shall, jr., Nat. Army (Capt. Q.M. Corps, Reg. Army), 
to be brigadier general in the Officers’ Reserve Corps 
was submitted to the Senatg by the President on Feb. 7. 
General Marshall in the World War held the rank of 
brigadier general, National Army, and was chief of the 
Construction Division of the Army. He resigned from 
the Army during the past year. He was awarded the 
Distinguished Service Medal for his service during the 
war. 
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OPENING OF R.O.T.C. Camps. 

Thursday, June 16, has been designated by the War 
Department as the date for opening this year’s R.O.T.O, 
camps representing all branches having units, with the 
exception of the Signal Corps. Thursday, June 23, is 
designated as date for opening of this year’s Signal 
Corps R.O.T.C. camp. 
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RETIREMENTS. 


Rear Admiral Gearge R. Clark, the Judge Advocate 
General of the Navy, was on Feb. 6, 1921, placed on the 
retired list upon his own application after more than 
forty years’ service. He will continue on active duty 
until further orders by direction of the Secretary of the 
Navy. The retirement of Admiral Clark results in the 
promotion of Capt. Thomas C. Hunt to permanent cap- 
tain, and Lieut. Comdr. Raymond G. Thomas to per- 
manent lieutenant commander. There is no selection for 
permanent commander available for promotion. 

Capt. Daniel P. Foley, Chief of Inspection Division, 
U.S. Coast Guard, was placed on the retire] list Feb. 2, 
1921, having reached the age of sixty-four years. He 
was born in the District ef Columbia on Feb. 2, 1857. 
He was appointed a cad>ot on June +, 1879 Captain 
Foley has spent over forty-one years of bis life in faith- 
ful and me iterious serv ce in the Revenue Cutter Ser- 
viee and Coast Guard. TI: has sorveld as superintendent 
of construction and repair, as imspector, and acted in 
the capacity of Commandant of the Coast Guard for 
several months in the interim between the retirement of 
Commodore E. P. Butholf and the appointment as com- 
mandant of Commodore W. E. Reynolds. Captain Foley 
was executive officer of the McCulloch at the battle of 
Manila bay during the Spanish-American War. He was 
the ranking officer of the entire Service en the active list 
next to the commandant.

Virst Sergt. Patrick McMahon, Hars. Co., 23d Int., 
was placed on the retired list at Camp Travis, Texas, 
under the provisions of Par.

He enlisted Nov. 18, 1898, and served con- 
tinually to Jan. 22, 1921, his eight discharges all bear- 
ing the endorsement “character excellent.”

RETIREMENT OF REAR ADMIRAL GLENNON, 


Rear Admiral James H. Glennon, U.S.N., was retired 
from active service Feb. 11, 1921, after over forty-four 
years of varied duty, of which twenty-one years and ten 
months was sea service and some twenty-two years and 
six months was shore duty. Admiral Glennon is oac of 
the foremost ordnance authorities in the Navy and had a 
large experience with gun forgings and kindred subjects. 
Admiral Glennon was born in French Gulch, Shasta 
county, Calif., Feb. 11, 1857, and after graduating from 
the U.S.N.A. in 1878, his first sea duty was im the 
Lackawanna of the Pacific Station. In 1879 Admiral 
Glennon was on duty in the U.S.S. Alaska in Alaskan 
waters during the gold days. From 1881 to 1885, he 
was on duty in the Ranger on the west coast of Mexico 
and Central America making surveys. From 1889 to 
1890 he was on duty at the Union Iron Works at Mare 
Island Station in connection with the installation of 
electrical plant on the first U.S.S. Charleston and was 
later attached to that ship on the Pacific and Asiatic 
Stations and on the Atlantic Station, making the voy- 


age to Atlantic waters around South America in com- . 


pany with the San Francisco and Yorktown. 

During the war with Spain Admiral Glennon was 
aboard the U.S.S. Massachusetts and was forward tur- 
ret officer duriag the destruction of the Spanish fleet. He 
was sent to Cuba on Dec. 21, 1898, as assistant to Rear 
Admiral Cromwell and as acting captain of the port of 
Havana and was present and assisted in the hauling 
down of the Spanish flag and the hoisting of the Ameri- 
can flag on Jan. 1, 1899. On Sept. 1, 1899, he was 
again on duty at the Naval Academy and for a time was 
head of the Department of Ordnance and Gunnery. He 
was subsequently while a lieutenant commander sent to 
the U.S.S. Vicksburg as executive and navigator, making 
the voyage from Boston to Manila. The Vicksburg was 
employed in carrying General Funston and a portion 
ot his troops and supplies, and operatgd in conjunction 
with the General for the capture of the Philippine chief 
Asuinaldo. Later the Vicksburg took xboard General 
livbbé and with several other transpsrts transported 
troops to the island of Palawan, which was occupied in 
September, 1901. The Vicksburg went to the island of 
Samar where a serious uprising occurred during -which a 
company of the 9th U.S. Infantry was practically wiped 
out by a surprise attack by natives at Balangiga. The 
Vicksburg after the attack worked along the. coast in 
conjunction with Major Gen. Jacob H. Smith, U.S.A., 
and Col. L. W. T. Waller, U.S.M.C., in putting down the 
revolt. In the spring of-1902 Admiral Glennon was or- 
dered to command the General Alava and he became 
superintendent of the Nautical School at Manila shortly 
afterwards. 

Admiral Glennon served as executive officer of the 
Monterey until August, 1903, when he was assigned to 
the U.S.S. Solace for passage to the United States and 
was made executive officer of the U.S.S. Independence at 
Mare Island and was also assistant equipment officer at 
the yard. Subsequent duties included being in charge 
of the gun desk at the Bureau of Ordnance, captain of 
the U.S.S. Virginia, 1910-11, and later president of the 
Special Ordnance Board and president of the joint Army 
and Navy Board on smokeless powdtzs. His next sea 





commands were the U.S.S. Florida and the U.S.S. Wyo- 
ming, being detached from the latter vessel in January, 
1915. He was promoted to rear admiral in 1916, and 
was again ordered to Washington as president of the 
Special Ordnance Board, Navy member of the Panama 
Fortifications Board and as president of the joint Army 
and Navy Board on gun forgings. He was appointed 
commandant of the Washington Navy Yard and Super- 
intendent of the Naval Gun Factory, Sept. 15, 1915, re- 
maining until Sept. 12, 1917. When the necessity arose 
to send American representatives on a special mission 
to Russia to spread the sced of Americanism and de- 
mocracy he was chosen as a member of the Root mission 
and served with distinetion. He arrived at Sebastopol 
in the midst of the mutiny, just after the sailors had dis- 
missed Admiral Koltchak. At the request of the railors 
committee of the Russian Black Sea Fleet Admiral G!en- 
non made a speech to them. He urged their continuance 
in service, and was heartily applauded, the meeting vot- 
ing to restore all their officers except Admiral Koltchak 
and bis staff, whom they distrusted. Conditions became 
tranquil for the time. 

He next visited the White Sea and the Gulf of Riga, 
where on the island of Oesel he was present at the en- 
gagement between four German airplanes and the bat- 
teries defending Riga. He also visited other places in 
Baltic waters and the Gult of Finland, and then went to 
Petrograd and from there back to Seatile, via Vladi- 
vestok in the U.S.S. Buffalo. Shortly after his return 
to the United States he was placed in command of the 
Seeond Division of the Atlantic Fleet and later of the 
Fifth Division.

RETIREMENT OF REAR ADMIRAL COWIE. 


Rear Admiral Thomas J. Cowie, Supply Corps, U.S.N., 
will be retired for age on Feb. 15, 1921. He is one of 
the most pepular officers in the Navy, and his efforts for 
the bettcrment of conditions for both officers and en- 
listed men have for years won for him expressions of 
genuine appreciation. 

Among those matters vitally affecting the progress and 
contentment of the Navy in which his activities were 
foremost and successful are the pay bills of 1908 and 
1920, the granting of commutation of quarters, heat and 
light to officers on sea duty, the granting of transporta- 
tion to dependents of commissioned and warrant officers, 
chief petty officers, first class, upon ehange of duty, and 
the fixing of the exemption of $3,500 for members of the 
military and naval branches in the payment of income 
taxes. Admiral Cowie was born at Montezuma, Iowa, 
Feb. 15, 1857, and entered the Navy as assistant pay- 
master with the rank of ensign, June 16, 1880. He has 
served afloat and ashore in all parts of the world. In 
the Chinese-Japanese War he was attached to the U.S.S. 
Monocaey. His work as intelligence officer on that ves- 
sel received high official commendation. 

Admiral Cowie was appointed Chief of the Bureau of 
Supplies and Accounts, Navy Department, July 1, 1910, 
and served until July 1, 1914. His administration of 
the Bureau was notable for its efficieney. Since the com- 
pletion of his duty as Chief of Bureau, Admiral Cowie 
has been engaged upon various important duties. The 
service he rendered during the World War as Navy Lib- 
erty Lean Officer was invaluable. His able and en- 
thusiastic leadership was responsible fot the Navy’s stu- 
pendous total subscription of $107,000,000. In recogni- 
tion of his work, the Secretary of the Treasury awarded 
Admiral Cowie the first Liberty Loan Medal issued, and 
later the President conferred upon him the Navy Cross. 
Admiral Cowie’s last duty was as Navy allotment officer, 
from which he was detached on Dec. 31, 1920. Im addi- 
tion to his purely official duties, Admiral Cowie has 
served since, May, 1920, as secretary and treasurer of 
the Navy Mutual Aid Association, which work, with his 
usual zest, he has carried on with great ability, making 
a successful drive for a larger membership and running 
Hy total benefit up to its present amount of nearly 
5,000. 
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RECENT DEATHS. 

Brig. Gen. Thomas McGregor, U.S.A., retired, an offi- 
cer who served gallantly in the Civil, Indian and Span- 
ish-American Wars, died at Benicia, Calif., Feb. 4, 
1921, in the eighty-fourth year of his age. He rose 
from the ranks, and received the brevet of cap- 
tain in 1864 for gallant and meritorious services in 
the battle of Todd’s Tavern, Va., and the brevet of major 
for gallant and meritorious services in action against 
Indians at Santa Maria Mountains, Ariz., May 6, 1873. 
General McGregor was born in Scotland June 26, 1837, 
and first entered the Regular Army as a private April 8, 
1858, in the 1st Dragoons, rising to the rank of first ser- 
geant in that command. He received his first commis- 
sion, that of second lieutenant, Ist Cavalry, Oct. 1, 1862, 
and subsequently served as an officer of the 2d, Sth and 
9th Regiments of Cavalry, becoming colonel of the latter 
organization July 5, He was retired for age June 
26, 1901, and was advanced to brigadier general on the 
retired list April 23, 1904, for Civil War service. 

Major Edwin J. Stivers, U.S.A., retired, died in Paris, 
France, Feb. 5, 1921, at the age of ninety-one years. He 
was born in Bolivia, Ohio, June 14, 1836, and during 
the Civil War he served as fifer and private, fife major 
and sergeant major, 89th Illinois Volunteer Infantry, 
from Aug. 7, 1862, to Dec. 1, 1863, and as a lieutenant 
and captain, 17th U.S. Colored Infantry, U.S.V., from 
Dec. 2, 1863, to Nov. 3, 1866. His first commission in 
the Regular Army was that of second lieutenant, 40th In- 
fantry, Feb. 5, 1867. He was transferred to the 25th 
Infantry in April, 1869, and was placed on the retired 
list for disability in the line of duty Feb. 24, 1891. 
Major Stivers during the Civil War was engaged in the 
battles of Stone River, Liberty Gap, Chickamauga, Mis- 
sionary Riége and Nashville. He was awarded the 
brevet rank of first lieutenant in 1867 for galiant and 
meritorious service in the battle of Nashville, Tenn. He 





was also praised by the colonel of the 89th Illino’s Vol- 
unteers “for brave and intrepid conduct in the battle of 
Chickamauga.” Major Stivers was captured by four 
guerrillas in Alabama, during Hood’s campaign, but 
eseaped after a few hours of captivity. He leaves a wife, 
Kasia, and five children, Lisette, Edwin, Gay, Charles 
and Howard Stivers. ”~ 

The death of 1st Lieut. Henry L. Harris, jr., U.S.A., 
retired, was reported by the War Department this week 
as having occurred on March 8, 1920, but the place of 
death was not given to the War Department. The last 
official Army list gives his address as Camp Holabird, 
Md. Lieutenant Harris was born in New York Aug. 20, 
1875, and was graduated from the U.S.M.A., in the class 
of 1899, and was assigned to the Infantry. He res gned 
in 1905 and was iecappointed second lieutenant of Fc d 
Artillery in 1907, being retired in 1909 for disability in 
the line of duty. During the World War he was ap- 
pointed a temporary captain ard Q.M. He was awarded 
the DS.C. for extraordinary hero'sm in action against 
an armed enemy at the capture of Peruka-Utig’s ita, 
island of Jelo, P.I., May 3, 1905, while serving as iirsi 
lieutenant, 22d U.S. Infantry. He gallantly and fear- 
lessly directed the movements of the most exposed part 
of the firing line and, without regard for h's personal 
safety. 

Second Lieut. Walter Emmett Price, A‘r Ser., U =-\.. 
died Feb. 2, 1921, at March Field, Calif. He leaves a 
wife, Mrs. Henrietta Iola Price. 

The death of Mdsn. Irving G. Anderson, Fourth Class, 
U.S.N.A., of Charleston, in. which occurred at the 
naval hospital at Annapolis, Md, Feb. 5, 1923, may 
have been duc to imjuries received while boxing with a 
friend at the Naval Academy, though the exact cause of 
his death had not been definitely fixed at this writing. 
Cerebral hemorrhage was given as the immediate canse 
of the death, and an investigation was ordered. Mid- 
shipman Anderson is the son of Sumner F. Anderson, 
of Charleston, Ill. He had been in the habit of boxing 
with a friend several times a week, though he was not 
a member of the boxing squad. On Feb. 3 he reported 
at the hospital and said that he bad been hit om the 
nose, and that his head pained him. He did not say 
how he had received the injury. 

Judge Lauch MeLaurin, prefessor of law at the Uni 
versity of Texas, died Dec. 21, 1920, at his home in Aus- 
tin, Texas. He is survived by his wife, Mrs. Ida Me-

chell, Mrs. F. S. Bowen and Mrs. Dean Halford. “Judge 
McLaurin,” writes a. correspondent, “was a man of 
gentle birth, highly educated and an able lawyer.

Capt. CARPENTER SUGGESTED AS PAYMASTER GENERAL. 

As to the appointment of a Paymaster General of the 
Navy, a commander, U.S.N., writes that he believes there 
can be no question that the selection should be from the 
list of captains of the Supply Corps on the active list 
“since only the mest evident and outstanding special 
ability on the part’ of a more junior officer would war- 
rant a disregard of the seniors. Assuming that rank, 
experience, ability and straightforward honesty of pur- 
pose will weigh in the decision,” adds our correspondent, 
he proposes for the appvintment the name of Capt. John 
S. Carpenter, Supply Corps, U.S.N., adding: “He is‘a 
man of forty years’ experience, able, energetic, upright 
and four-square before the world. He knows the needs 
of the Navy and the workings of the Congress and his 
appointment would meet with more nearly universal ap- 
proval, both line and staff, than that of any of the -can- 
didates mentioned or mentionable. He is of that fine 
old school which will nut seek preferment. This letter 
is prompted by the hope that it may be useful in draw- 
ing the attention of the Service to a man eminently quali- 
fied to head his corps, but who is too modest to be a relf- 
secker.” Captain Carperter’s record is given in brief 
as follows: Was born in Kentucky May 18, 1860. He 
served as fleet pay clerk on the European Station with 
his uncle, Pay Dir. F. S. Cosby, from Aug. 11, 1877, to 
Jan. 1, 1881. He was commissioned assistant paymaster 
Oct. 29, 1881; served in the Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
counts under Paymasters General Smith, Kenny, Stew- 
art and Rogers; was assistant chief of bureau in 1897 
while holding the rank of lieutenant (j.g.); also from 
1907 to 1910; on numerous occasions was acting Pay- 
master General. Captain Carpenter served as a mem- 
ber of the Navy Ration Board which established the 
present Navy ration; served on the Alger board; was 
appointed by President Roosevelt member of a commis- 
sion of five to revise and standardize all forms of Gov- 
ernment contracts; under Secretary Long was assigned 
to the Secretary's office to install a new system of cost 
and time accounting at all navy yards. During the war 
with Spain, Captain Carpenter served as paymaster of 
the U.S.S. Texas; was fleet paymaster, Pacific Station, 
1903 to 1905; has been assistant or supply officer at 
Washington and Mare Island; disbursing officer at 
Washington and Boston; purchasing pay officer in Bos- 
ton from 1913 to 1916. During the World War, he was 
disbursing officer at Boston and aid for supply to the 
commandant, Ist Nayal District, who recommended him 
for a Distinguished Service Medal; Board of Awards 
recommending a Navy Cross; actually awarded a Special 
Letter of Commendation. Captain Carpenter is senior 
officer on the active list in the Supply Corps in length 
of service and is the senior captain on the active list 
of the Navy, line and staff, writes our correspondent in 
conclusion.

Admiral Sims Befere Naval Committee. 





The House Committee on Naval Affairs continued its 
hearings on the general subject ef disarmament and in- 
guiry as to what. constitutes the most effective elements 
of a-modern -fighting flect on Feb. 4, the greater part

In beginning his testimony Admiral Sims said that 
the entire question as to the size of the U.S. Navy de- 
pended wholly upon this nation’s policies. Omly per- 
sons. having accurate information as to werld policies 


and how our own policy relates to that of other c¢oun- 
tries are capable of judging where trouble is likely to 
break out, said Admiral Sims, and if the Navy we-e in- 
formed ef our own policy then it could form an inte li- 
gent opinion as te its needs. The Navy, he said, was for 
only. one purpose, to fight an enemy and to deferd the 
country against aggression. If it can be determined 
who the possible enemy will be, then it would. be 
sary to get a Navy to meet that possible aggression 
he insisted that the United States must not weaken its 
sea power, for it is impossible to foreteel what will come 
out of the situation in Eurepe. Our Navy should be only 
sufficient for our purposes, Which was not necessarily sec- 
ond to apy other power. Asked if he would be satisfied 
with our -Navy to go to a point below the strength of 
the’ Japanese navy, Admiral Sims, said it depended 
wholly upen this nation’s policy. If we had trouble with 
Japan and that country did something which aroused 
our people, he asked, what was to be done if our Navy 
was unable to cope with the situation? (Chairman But- 
ler said he knew the nations would be invited by the 
United. States to a conference on disarmament, — Ad- 
miral Sims was of the opinion that the invitation would 
be accepted at once, and he thanght. something would 
come out of it in the way of reduction, but net abanden- 
ment. 

Representative Britten remarked: “If we are 
protect our growing commerce on the high seas, we have 
got to have a Navy of sufiicient size to do so.’ Admiral 
Sims assented, with the qualifying statement: “If that 
is to be our policy.” Mr. Britten then asked: “If.that 
is the case, why net have a «Navy. equal to any other 
Navy in the .world?”’. to whieh-Admiral Sims replied: 
“That is for you gentlemen to decide.”

miral Sims .said one reason for submarines in Européan - 


countries being superior to ours, so far-as design and 
construction .were concerned, was the fact that -Evrope 
built theirs under the stress of war when there was no 
hesitancy ‘in incorperating every. facility for their abso- 
lute efficiency. In this country; the stress ef necessity 
was not so great, with the consequent greater risks 
taken in installing cheaper equipment, and sacrificing pos- 
sible better design, for the sake of saving money. It was 
also pointed out that our airships were inferior ta thése 
of cither Great Britain or France, and examples of com- 
parison were cited. - Mr. Hicks suggested that perhaps 
it was due in a measure, so far as_ Great Britain is 
concerned, especially, to the united air service maintained 
in that country, but Admiral Sims stated that on the 
contrary he believed it had been demonstrated that so 
far as the united air service was concerned it was de- 
cidedly inefficient. He expressed himself as being em- 
phatically opposed to a united air service, stating that 
it is impossible to have an efficient Navy without the 
air force being trained in the Navy. 
Importance of Air Force and Submarines. 

Chairman Butler endeavoring to get back to the dis- 
cussion as to just what size our Navy. shonld be, said:-“I 
never can get ont of my mind the rule of comparison. I 
wonder what is to be done with those three enormous 
battle cruisers which are being built by the British. We 
have never been able to learn where those ships are 
to go.” Admiral Sims said he did not know, that Eng- 
land kept the matter an absolute secret, that the intelli- 
gence division was unable to find out, and that all he 
knew of the matter was what is stated in the press. 
Mr. Butler then asked whether as a member of the Gen- 
eral Board Admiral Sims thought that it would be wise 
to authorize at this time the construction of the addi- 
tional ships recommended for the rounding out of the 
Navy; such as certain airplane carriers at a cost of $28,- 
000,000. Admiral Sims said that so great importance is 
now placed upon the value of an air force that the fleet 
as it is to-day, and as it would be after completion, as 
outlined, would be of little use in contrast with any 
ether fleet adequately supplied with ‘an air force and 
with submarines. He added that to make our fleet com- 
plete it will be necessary to have airplane carriers, air- 
planes and submarines, without which we might be easily 
defeated. As to the possibilities of an air force, he 
stated what was claimed could be done was more or less 
theory, but that he had sufficient faith in the inventive 
genius of America to overcome any difficulties that might 
-be met, and that it was his opinion as much could be 
“done in the-air as is claimed. 

The airplane carrier is absolutely necessary, Admiral 
Sims said,:but will have to be*developed. With the pres- 
ent secret policy of Great Britain, we have-no definite 
precedent, or design upon which: to build. ‘There must 
be certain developments in airplanes, and particularly in 
the dropping of a torpedo from an airplane, if that meth- 
od’ is ‘to be used. ‘This practice is in the experimental 
stage. » He said that the water splashing around a ship 
enabled the pilot of an airplane to see to aim accurately 
at the ship, but there was no such guide in the air, thus 
making it-extremely difficult to hit.an airplane from a 
ship. -In practice against the oj -battleship Indiana, 
forty per cent.-of hits were mae, and while the Indiana 
was-not moving, it was just ¢3 easy to hit a moving

“The question of the-ability vf aircraft to sink capi 
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tal ships depends largely on-imformation that’ we haven't 
got,” said Admiral Sims ia answer to querics of Repre- 
ship as ene at a standstill if the speed- of the shig~ is 
sentative Hicks: “It is a‘matter of opinion and nty 
opinion. is not better than. that.of any one else. 

“But if the Air Service can.do what-is. claimed, er 
even a part of what is claimed, and <1 ‘believe it- can, 
then it is a mest dangerous adversary for-any navy. For 
instance, they say that airplanes-can drop torpedecs 
that will run successfully in the water. It-is ‘believed 
and I believe it, that torpedoes can be-dropped 
manner with safety. from a’ considerable hetght and -that 
such dropping of torpedoes will te perfected to the 
point that they can be accurately controtled bythe ‘air- 
planes that drep them. 

“Now if we assume that the Navy has no means of 
repelling the attack of airplanes, and if we assume tat 
we can develop airplane carriers to the point that land- 
ings on them can be safely and successfull made, the re- 
sult of a meeting of a battleship and our airplane carrier 
would be inevitable. The battleship would-be = de- 
stroyed.” 

Mr. Britten asked if he knew of a single instance 
where a bomb was dropped on a ship, and he said ke did 
not, that nothing happened in the war that would demon- 
strate what effeet the dropping of « "9% on a ship 
would have, adding: “The British bomted continuously 
against the German ships, but they were all protected. 
Asked to express definitely what relative value could be 
placed upon the effectiveness of an air force, Admiral 
Sims said: “An opinion is no good uutil you lave the 
evidence. If the airplane can do what it is claimed it 
can do, why then that branch of the Service is very effec- 
tive. As it exists to-day it is not positively known what 
can be done. I have confidence enorgh in the mechanical 
ability of our people to believe that ‘the ‘airplane can 
be made to do everything that is claimed for it.” - Mr. 
Padgett asked: “Assuming, as I do, the very valuable 
service of the airplane, its importance and efficiency, and 
then having in mind all that you knew about what can 
be done in the Air Service, has the battleship becerme 
antiquated—should it be abandoned?’ 

Farors Liberal Aviation Policy. 

Admiral Sims replied: “I would not abandon the tat- 
tleship, although if the airplane proves what is autici- 
pated for it, then the battleship is of little use.” He 
proceeded to explain how an airplane -carrier with its 
airplanes would not have to approach closer than 100 
miles of an enemy, whereupon the airplanes could be 
dispatched and reach the objective within an hour, de- 
liver the blow and return to the carrier. Mr. Venable, 
of Mississippi, summarized the discussion up to this 
point by saying: “As I understand your position is this: 
That it is not only important, but it is absolutely vital 
that the possibilities of aviation. should. be determined 
at the earliest possible date, that there is a possibility 
that the development of aviation may revolutionize the 
type of our fleet, the type of flying units with particglar 
reference to our most costly ships. Therefore, it - Ctot 
only important, but absolutely vital that experiments 
should be carried on in aviation te determine its value, 
and that should be done now. Is’ it not your opinion 
that it will be a wise course to pursue if we have to 
economize on naval construction, that ‘we ‘cut our ex- 
penditures on large -ship construction, and presume a 
liberal policy with reference, to aviation?’ Admiral Sims 
said he thought that would be the wise thing to do. 

Mr. Butler ventured the assumption that if aviation 
could be developed as it is contemplated it probably 
would abolish our Cavalry, Infantry, Field -Attillery, be- 
sides the big ships, but Admiral Sims held that it was 
hardly likely all these various branches of the Service 
would be abolished. A member of the committee pro- 
posed that a large portion of the money that would be 
required to complete the construction under way be 
diverted toward the development of aircraft and air- 
plane carriers, and urged an expression ‘as to his opinion 
of this. Admiral Sims finally replied: “If’I were king, 
and could do just as I pleased; I would take half the 
money and spend it for airplane carriers. I would take 
six -battleships and convert them into airplane carriers.” 

Mr.. Oliver remarked: ‘You are the head of the Naval 
War College, and as such, yeu are brought in contact 
with a number of Navy officers. Do they share your 
beliefs as to the possibilities of the air?” -Admiral Sims 
replied to this: “Just how many of them do, I do not 
know.” He ‘had written a paper, he said, which has 
started discussion of the question whether the battleship 
is already obsolete, presenting both points of view. 


Admiral Badger’s Testimony. | 


After recess Rear Admiral Charles J. Badger, chair- 
man of. the General Board, was heard. ‘It’is ‘beyond 
question, he said, that the people of this>as well as. all 
other countries favor limitation of .armaments to such 
an extent as will not endanger their own safety. and in- 
terest. The problem is full of difficulty for each nation, 
influenced by . geographical’ location, commerce, national 
policies, racial characteristics, etc. ‘The. nations -are not’ 
willing to put implicit trust in each other and a study 
of international histery affords good reasons -for that 
unwillingness. Doubtless some comproniise .agreement. 
may be reached if seriously and honestly sought, but- so 
far as navies. are.concerned. Admiral Badger thought it 
would prebably have to be along the lines of equality of 
sea power. There is danger in that’ of secret offensive 
and defensive alliances. ‘The greatest danger of all would 
be so to tie our hands by treaty or agreement as to limit 
our independence of action as regards armaments. for 
self-preservation should changed international conditions 
demand immediate action’on our part. It would. be un- 
wise and dangerous for the United States to adopt a 
olicy of disarmament. in advance of the other nations. 
‘hen such a policy is put into effect it should bind all 
alike. 

Urges Completion of Natal Program. |

_ARTILLERY TESTS, U.S.S. MASSACHUSETTS. 

Recent firing tests by the Coast Artillery against the 
obsolete battléship’ Massachusetts, Jan. 6-18, off Pensa- 
cola harbor, Fla.,. demonstrated that more destructive 
results can: be-obtained -by firing projectiles from guns, 
moitars and ‘lfowitzers at high angles, which permits 
them to fall upon, the deck of a ship almost vertically, 
than to depend upon piercing the belt armor of the 
ship by shets aimed near to the horizontal. Out of 
cighty-five. reunds fired at the Massachusetts, twenty- 
one hits were obtained. The ship is 358 feet in length, 
sixty-nine feet beam, twenty-eight feet draft, with armor 
plate eighteeu inches in thickness. and was launched in 
1893: Hef armor protection-is ef less value than that 
uf the more -modern’ battleship- and projectiles of old 
design were used in-the test: ~The new armor-piercing 
projectiles’ are so much superior to those used in the 
firing tests, that there is no question that armored ships, 
designed in recent years, would be as easily penetrated 
by the new projectiles as the armor of the Massachu- 
setts was by the use of the old. 

The test was conducted by the Coast Artillery Board, 
which is composed of Majors F. H. Smith, Quinn Gray, 
J. H. Pirie and Louis B. Bender, the latter represent- 
ing the Signal Corps; and ‘in. addition for this special 
test Major Sanderford Jarman, C.A.C.; Major W. B. 
Hardigg, Ord. Dept.,-and Capt. H. H. Christy, U.S.N. 
Projectiles were fired from 12-inch giins, mounted on fixed 
disappearing carriages, 12-inch mertars on fixed” car- 
riages, as also 12-inch mortars and 12-inch guas on rail- 
way mounts. - Armor-piercing ‘shot, armor-piercing shell 
and deck-piercing shell were used. The difference in the 
armor-piercing shot and the shell is that the Shell carries 
a larger quantity of high explosive but has less pene- 
trating power.. The deck-piercing shells-are compara- 
tively thin-walled projectiles carrying a still larger 
quantity of high explosive and fired from 12-inch mor- 
‘tars. The first experiments were conducted with 12- 
inch fixed-mortars, firing a  1,046-pound armor-piercing 
projectile, at a distance of about 5,000 yards, After a 
few. hits were obtained, examination was made of the 
result, and it was found that projectiles hit the deck and 
went entirely through the ship. The 12-inch fixed guns 
on disappearing carriages were next fired at a range of 
about 6,000 yards, using 1,070-pound A.P. projectiles. 
They exploded after penetrating the sides of the vessel, 
completely destroying. the interior construction of the 
ship. The 12-inch railway mortars next employed used 
the same type of ammunition as the fixed mortar, shoot- 
ing at somewhat greater distance than with the fixed 





uns. 
. The results of these firings- demonstrated that rail- 
way artillery is as accurate as the fixed guns, even tak- 
ing inte account the greater length of range. ‘Twelve- 
inch vailway guns were fired at approximately 20,000 
yardy from the target, using beth the-armor-piercing slot ° 
and sho armor-piercing shell of 700-pounds weight. -A 
number of 2its were obtained-on the deck of the vessel, 
and judging -from the comparative amount of damage 
done by high angle fire to drop shots on the deek, and 
those stots fired against ‘the. belt armer of the ship, it 
was denionstrated cenclusiyely -that high angle fire is 
the most effective means of attacking a ship. *~This kind 
of fire will be obtained in the new type of barbette car- 
riages that are now being constructed for the new 16- 
inch gun and the new 16-inch howitzers, which will per- 
mit of elevations up to angles as high as sixty-five de- 
grees. It is stated that no more of the disappearing 
type of carriage will be built, as it. is only possible, with 
them, to obtain about a thirty-degree angle. Useful -in- 
formation was gained from the tests with reference to the 
actual functioning of the deliéate fiises used in these pro- 
jectiles, and will be of material assistance in future de- 
In general,

ARMY ITEMS. 
Warrant Officer’s Title “Mister.” 

Warrant officers of the Army wiil be addressed by the 
title of “mister,” according to information published to 
the Service by direction of the Secretary of War. The 
allowances of warrant officers, it is stated, are to be as 
prescribed by law, and wherever practicable quarters 
will be set aside and designated as “Warrant Officers 
Quarters.” When practicable separate messing facilities 
will be authorized for unmarried warrant officers which 
are consistent with their rates of pay, and in the ab- 
sence of special provision they will avail themselves of 
such facilities as are available to junior officers of the 
command. 

Motorized Artillery Exhibition. 

Some of the latest types of armore@ motor artillery 
and of Army tanks were demonstrated in Washington, 
Feb. 8 and 9, by the Ordnance Department, at the re- 
quest of Major Gen. F. W. Coe, Chief of Coast Artillery. 
‘he demonstration included the operation of the new 
type Christie tank; the G.P?.F. 155-mm. gun on a Chris- 
tie secli-propelled mount; a gun of th> same caliber 
drawn by a ten-ton tractor; the 75-mm. gun mounted on 
a Holt tractor, also one of the same caliber drawn by a 
five-ton tractor. Among the spectators were Secreiary 
of War Baker, Assistant Secretary Williams, Major 
Gens. C. C. Williams, F. W. Coe, W. J. Snow and C. 8. 
Farnsworth, Chiefs of Services; a large number of offi- 
cers of the Army General Staff, many other officers of 
the Army and Navy, and members of the House Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs. The test consisted of going 
up and down long, steep, short and other kinds of grades, 
jumping ditches, and various maneuvers. The new 
model Christie tank is reported to have performed espec- 
ially satisfactorily. It is capable of going twelve miles 
an hour on its self-laying track. The track is demount- 
able, and without the track it can develop a specd of 
about thirty miles an hour when traveling over good 
roads. 

Transfer of Surplus Motor Vehicles. 

The Transportation Service, Office of the Quarter- 
master General, is busily engaged in transferring to 
other Government departments, in accordance with the 
law, motor vehicles recently declared surplus by the 
War Department. As soon as this is accomplished, if 
there are any vehicles left, they will be sold to the gen- 
eral public. 

Salvage Facilities for Training Schools. 

The Salvage Branch, Q.M.C., has completed its plans 
for the installation of salvage facilities at the three train- 
ing schools of the Army: Camp Knox, Field Artillery ; 
Camp Benning, Infantry; and Fort Riley, Cavalry. A 
laundry at Camp Knox is in the course of construction, 
the machinery and equipment having been furnished 
from Camp Taylor. The laundry at Camp Gordon is 
likewise being transferred to Camp Benning. ‘The post 
laundry at Fort Riley has been re-opened, additional 
machinery having been added thereto from the Camp 
Funston laundry. The services of these salvage facil- 
ities will be rendered to enlisted men without charge, 
and to officers and their families at cost. 

Hob-Nailing Machine for Army. 

A machine for hob-nailing shoes has been completed 
by the United Shoe Repairing Machine Company and 
turned over to the depot quartermaster, Boston. This 
machine will be shipped to Fort Sam Houston for in- 
stallation on the Mobile Shoe Repair Unit and for a 
thorough test to determine its practicability. A* pre- 
liminary demonstration disclosed that the work of the 
machine in hob-nailing shoes was not only much more 
effective than that done by hand but considerably faster. 
This machine is something new in shoe repair work and 
will overcome to a great extent the difficulties en- 
countered in the war in repairing the hob-nailed shoes. 

Central Patent Section, W.D., General Staff. 

Under the direction of the Director, Supply Division, 
War Department General Staff, a Central Patent Sec- 
tion will be established for the control and co-ordina- 
tion of all patent activities of the Army and as a link 
with other governmental activities and departments. 
There will be a central office unit in the office of the 
Supply Division, and a Patent Office unit at the Patent 
Office in Washington. The {entral Patent Section will 
be the sole point of contact with the Patent Office. This 
section will also have control of the files of the various 
patent sections in the different branches of the Army. 
A forthcoming general order will give in detail thie 
method of operation for the Central Patent Seciion.

West Point ANNUAL ALUMNI DINNER. 

The annua! dinner of the Association of Graduates of 
West Point wil! be held at the Hotel Astor, New York 
city, on the evening of March 19, 1921. For several 
years it has been the custom for graduates of the U.S. 
Military Academy to assemble around the dinner table 
to celebrate the birthday of their alma mater, which 
was founded on March 16, 119 years ago. As the gradu- 
ates are scattered all over the globe, these reunions vary 
in attendance from those two or three who loyally 
come together in far-away isolated posts, to the larger 
assemblages which meet every year in New York, Boston, 
Washington, Chicago, San Antonio, San Francisco and 
Manila. New York city has always been the scene of 
the best attended dinners, not only on account of tie 
many Army posts in its immediate vicinity, but also be- 
cause a great many graduates who have left the Service 
to enter civil life now reside in the metropolis. After 
the close of World War hostilities over 150 graduates of 
West Point were engaged in business in New York. 
The first annual dinner to be held in New York was at 
the Hotel Astor in 1913, with an attendance of 140 
alumni. In 1920 332 graduates were present. Until 
now, the dinners have been organized by a local commit- 
tee. This year the New York dinner will be held under 
the auspices of the Association of Graduates, in fur- 
therance of its new plan to awaken interest in and 
maintain the traditions of the academy and to reach 
more West Point men than has been possible in the 
past. Individual notices are being sent to all graduates 
within reach. Major Robert L. Gray, of 233 Broad- 
way, New York, willbe glad to hear from any alumnus 
whose name may have been inadvertently omitted from 
the mailing list.

A History of the 305th Infantry, by Frank B. Tiebout 
(The 305th Infantry Auxiliary: New York city). The 
author, who was a captain in the regiment, has dedi- 
cated the work to Col. William R. Smedberg, jr., U.S.A, 
who commanded the organization from the time of its 
formation on Oct. 26, 1918, until he was promoted to 
brigadier general, in command first of the 153d and 
later of the 63d, Infantry Brigade. Written in a clever, 
entertaining style, this story of one of the crack organ- 
izations of the 77th Division is one of the best of its 
kind that has yet made its appearance. If there was 
anything worth recording from the time the 205th was 
formed at Camp Upton until its return from overseas 
in May, 1919, the author does not appear to have over- 
looked it.

There 
is also a complete regimental roster of officers and men.

The record of the Navy court of inquiry into the 
flight of Lieuts. Louis A. Kloor, jr.. Stephen A. Far- 
rell and Walter Hinton in a Navy balloon from the 
Rockaway air station to Moose Factory, Ontario, has 
been returned to the court for revision of certain sec- 
tions relating to the authority of the commanding offi- 
cer at Rockaway to order the flight.

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GENERALS SQUIER AND CHAMBERLAIN RENOMINATED. 

The nomination of Major Gen. George O. Squier for 
reappointment as Chief Signal Officer of the Army, from 
Feb. 14, 1921, was transmitted to the Senate on Feb. 4. 
At the same time the President submitted the nomina- 
tion for reappointment of Major Gen. John L. Cham- 
berlain as Inspector General of the Army from Feb. 21, 
1921.

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WORLD WEALTH AND MILITARY ECONOMIES. 

From the very beginning of the World War in 1914 
the finances of every nation on earth have suffered every 
variety of upheaval known to economies. From the very 
beginning of the war practically every financial author- 
ity in every country in the world looked forward to an 
chormous depreciation of the world’s wealth by the time 
hostilities had ceased. In view of the fact that be- 
tween July, 1914, and the spring of 1919 the total war 


costs of all nations were about $186,000,600,000 such a 
prediction might appear to be a sound onc. But not a 
few of the forecasts made by these financial authorities 


went wrong, particularly us to the financial and econemic 
affairs of the United States. Our legislators appear to 
have only two resources by way of curing the nation’s 
financial troubles. One is economy, the other the-enact- 
ment of a new tariff measure. With the last of 
we have only an academic concern. With the first we 
take the liveliest possible interest, since it is through 
the appropriations for the Army and Navy for the fiscal 
year 1922 that the greatest ceonomies are to be achieved, 
according to the present plans of Congress. 

But is the wealth of the world and of United 
States in so evil a case as our legislators declare? Are 
our finances in so unsound a condition that the national 
defenses must be put in an unsound condition to restore 
us to our proper position in the world of finance? Eco- 
nomics is a dangerous field to traverse, for figures and 
statistics may be made to prove anything or nothing, de-

pending upon what is to be proved or disproved. Yet 
from an authoritative source we find some economic and 
financial statisties that cause us to wonder if the “arith- 
metie of the, United States is wrong,” to paraphrase a 
statement of Sir Philip Gibbs about the “arithmetic” of 
England. 

According to a statement issued by the Savings Bank 
Association of the State of New York on Jan. S the 


wealth of the world, instead of being decreased as a re- 
sult of the World War, has increased by $121,000,000,- 
000 since 1914 in the principal countries involved in the 
war. In 1914 the total estimated wealth of these coun- 
tries was estimated at $698,060,000,000. At the begin- 
ning of the World War, according to this statement, the 
Entente Powers (exclusive of Russia) and the United 
States held the bulk of the world’s wealth, $509.000,- 
000,000, while the Central Powers held $129,000,000,000 
and Russia $50,000,000,000. The wealth of the remain- 
ing Entente Powers appears to have been estimated. at 
$10,000,000,000. To-day, the statement continues, the 
estimated wealth of the United States is $300,000,000,- 
000, a gain of $50,000,000;000 since 1914. The esti- 
mated wealth of Great Britain now is approximately 
$230,000,000,000, as against $130,000,000,000 when the 
war started. This big gain_is due to the wealth added 
by the Mesopotamian oil fields, African territory taken 
from Germany and elimination of .Germany as a trade 
competitor. The addition of Alsace-Lorraine, reduction 
of German competition and the German indemnity has 
added approximately $55,000,000,000 to the wealth of 
France, which is now estimated at $100,000,000,000, as 
against $65,000,000,000 in 1914. Italy and Belgium 
have added about one-third to their national wealth, 
while Japan has gained about fifty per cent. 

While these statistics are frankly concerned with “esti- 
mated wealth,” they must have some relation to fact or 
they. would not be issued by an association made up of 
such important financial institutions ag the savings 
banks of the state of New York. We have demone 
strated before that the arithmetic of Congress is capa- 
ble of improvement. Of course there always must be 
some excuse for reducing Army and Navy estimates and 
personnel and the present one is based on economics, we 
are told. If the United States has estimated wealth 
$50,000,000,000 in excess of what she had in 1914, why 
should she need to economize at this particular. time? 
And why confino the economies solely to the Army and 
Navy? There is such a thing as proportion in the world, 
but this principle appears to have been completely for- 
gotten by members: of Congress. To redwee the Army 
and Navy of the United States to the degree now pro- 
posed by Congress is to réduce their strength far below 
what the country ought to have from the viewpoint of 
its plage as the greatest nation in the world, the richest 
one, and the one (barring both European and Asiatie 
Russia and China) having the greatest population. Con- 
gress needs to revise its arithmetic and revive its sense 
of proportion.

CABINET PROGNOSTICATIONS, 

Recent press speculation as to members of the Cabinet 
after March 4 names former Senator John W. Weeks, 
of ‘Massachusetts, as probable appointee as Secretary of 
War; and former Governor Frank O. Lowden, of Illi- 
nois, as the probable appointee for Secretary of ‘the 
Navy. Friends of Governor Lowden still in Congress 
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who served with him during his nearly three terms from 
1906 to 1911, however, are disposed to believe that the 
former Governor docs not desire the Navy portfolio. Mr. 
Lowden, who is at present-resting at Los Angeles, Calif., 
is a lawyer who has made a success in financial affairs, 
and. his leanings are anything but toward a post which 
entails so great attention to a mass of detail as required 
of the Secretary of the Navy, his friends declare. It 
will be a surprise to them, they say, if he enters the 
cabinet as the successor of Mr. Daniels.

This action 
was on the ground that See. 27a, act of June 4, 1920, 
provides: “Hereafter no detail, rating or assignment of 
an officer shall carry advanced rank except as other- 
wise specifically provided herein.” Mr. Greene held that 
“the intention of the law was that thereafter there 
should be no possibility of a preferred position or assign- 
ment to be sought by officers because it carried with it 
an increased grade or rank and pay, and that men should 
hereafter be assigned to any special duty in the grade 
they held.’ Representative McKenzie stated: “This 
very proposition was one of the most strenuously con- 
troverted questions in the conference on the Army Re- 
organization bill. After long discussion and determina- 
tion we succeeded in writing the law as it is written, and 
the very purpose was to prevent the detail, of military 
observers or any other officer of 
the Army to a grade higher than that he held in the 
Regular Establishment. I think any effort or attempt 
to detail a man to West Point or any other place of a 
lower grade would be in strict violation of the law.” The

that the adjutant of the Military Academy was a lieu- 
tenant or captain, the treasurer a lieutenant or captain, 
and the commandant of cadets generally a captain or 
major. The detailed professors were also officers gen- 
erally in the junior grades. 
has held as low rank as a first lieutenant, as in the case 
of the late Major Ger. A. L. Mills. Under such condi- 
tions it was natural that officers occupying these posi- 
tions, which really pertained to higher grade, should 
have been given higher pay while performing those im- 
portant functions. The construction quartermaster was 
the first officer authorized to be paid an additional $1,000 
a year, when that officer (now Brig. Gen. John M. Car- 
son, Chief of the Construction Division, Q.M: Corps), 
was in the grade of major and was engaged in a construc- 
tion program at West Point which was one of the largest 
undertaken at that time in the Army. 

The act of June 4, 1920, changed this condition by au- 
thorizing a very much larger proportion of officers in 
the higher grades. 
lieutenant colonels from which to make-selection, it is 
reasonable to expect that for the duties in the Military 
Academy which require officers of high rank they can 
be readily obtained from these colonels and lieutenant 
colonels. The duties are only those appropriate to offi- 
cers of those ranks and therefore it. is held that the need 
for additional pay has ceased to exist. In this connec- 
tion, it is pointed out at the War Department that it 
would be a good idea for officers to acquaint themselves 
with the changes in the law made in the act of June 4, 
1920. and to note provisions which are consistent with 
the arguments advanced for a larger proportion of offi- 
eers in the higher grades. It was apparent when the 
act was written that there were many more duties re- 
quired of officers in these higher grades now than at 
any time in our military history, and the committees 
recognized this fact and wrote into the law the pro- 
visions for assignment of officers of high rank to duties 
at the U.S. Military Academy and elsewhere.

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Councit oF NATIONAL DEFENSE APPROPRIATION. 


Making an appeal for the restoration to the Sundry

No fair- 
minded citizen can take exception to the desire of Con- 
gress to limit appropriations to essential Governmental 
activities.

‘There is no economy, however, in 
eliminating an item for the support of an activity so 
important to the public welfare as is the Council of 
National Defense.’ The Senate Committee on Appro- 
priations restored this item, but the Senate itself voted 
it out of the bill on Feb. 8.

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WAR DEPARTMENT FUNCTIONS OF ‘TO-DAY. 
General Haan’s Views on Their Development. 

The War Department to-day has functions vastly 
different from those it ever had and the major part of 
its work will henceforth be devoted to the development of 
the National Guard and the Organized Reserves. These 
facts are made plain by Major Gen. William G. Haan, 
director of War Plans Division, War Department Gen- 
eral Staff. “In developing the peace establishment of 
the Army of.the United States, consisting of the Regu- 
lar Army; the National Guard and the Organized Re- 
serves,” said General Haan, “I have made a close and 
conscientious study of the provisions in the act of June 
4, 1920, and have attempted to develop the peace estab- 
lishment. in accordance with a proper interpretation of 
See. 3 of that act. The requirement of this law is of 
far-reaching importance. It calls for a careful consid- 
eration so as to arrive at a proper balance between the 
various components of the Army of the United States. 
My own interpretation has been that the responsibility 
for maintaining this proper balance rests upon the War 
Department. I have taken the view tl at. under this law 
the War Department must not consider itself merely a 
part of the Regular Army component of the Army of 
the United States, but must consider itself in general 
charge of all three components. Indeed, the more I 
study this problem the more I become convinced that 
the greatest problem of the War Department lies in the 
proper development of what we may term the citizen 
components of the Army of the United States. 

“When I go down the line in the War Department 
overhead,” he continued, “I come to the corps areas pre- 
scribed in the act of June 4, 1920. There again I would 
estimate that at least ninety per cent. of the work of 
the corps area commanders and their staffs will, in fact, 
be for the development of the citizen Army components 
of the Army of the United States. The Regular Army 
component, once it is properly organized, will virtually 
take care of itself and indeed help much in the develop- 
ment of the citizen components. @Vith .this general idea 
in mind of the responsibility of the War Department, 
the work has been going on in the War Plans Division 
with the result that at the present time there is no an- 
tagonism, in fact no real difference of opinion, no differ- 
ence in views between the National Guard and the.

It is grati- 
fying to say that representatives of all three organiza- 
tions have expressed to me and to others in the War 
Department their-satisfaetion with the manner in which 
the work of reorganization is developimg: I may go fur- 
ther and say that not only is there no criticism from 
these various citizen Army components, but representa- 
tives of these organizations have come to Washington

There is, however, a definite record of a war- 
ship being bombed twice from the air. This is the 
Turkish battle cruiser Sultan Selim (ex-German’ Goe- 
ben), which, together with the Breslau: escaped from 
the British Mediterranean fleet in the first month of. the 
war and steamed to Constantinople, where both ships 
were nominally ‘transferred to the Turkish navy, their 
names being changed. During 1917 the Goeben, to use 
the more familiar name, was injured by bombs dropped 
from a Handley-Page’airplane during a raid on Constan- 
tinople. She was not sufficiently damaged, however, to 
prevent her from taking part in an action off the .outh 
of the Dardanctles. on Jan. 20, 1918, where in conjunc- 
tion with the Midillu (ex-Germen- Breslau) she sank

the British monitors Raglan and M-28 at Imbros. The 
account of this vessel in. Jane's “Fighting,.Ships, 1919,” 


; States: “Both-Turkish ships were mined, however, Bres-" 


lau sinking. The Goeben was beached near Nagaya 
Point, where she was repeatedly attacked by bombing 
planes. She was towed off, and after the capture of 
Sebastopol she was taken there to be docked, refitted, 
overhauled and to have her boilers. retubed.”” In view 
of the financial condition of both Germany and Turkey 
in the early part of 1918 the Goeben must have been in 
pretty good condition to warrant such an expensive 
overhaul. Admiral Jellicoe, in “The Crisis of the Naval 
War,” refers to the British mine fields at the mouth 
of the Dardanelles “severely damaging the Goeben,” mak- 
ing no reference; to the bombing attack, which would in- 
dicate that it could not have been of. much consequence. 
In “The Dardanelles Campaign,” Nevinson refers to 
the beaching of the Goeben, but likewise says nothing of 
the airplane attacks. In Sir Henry Newbolt’s “A Naval 
History of the War” we read of the action on Jan. 20, 
1918: “The Goeben was attacked by British airplanes 
and in attempting to retreat struck a mine. The Goe- 
ben, listing heavily, was run ashore in the Narrows 
and the airmen had hopes of destroying her, but she 
was eventually patched up and brought back to Con- 
stantinople.” 





NaAvaL Wark CoLLece REMOVAL TO WASHINGTON. , 

In a statement relative to the proposed. removal of 
the Naval War College from Newport, R.L., to Washing- 
ton, D.C., Secréiary of the Navy Daniels emphasizes as 
the most important reason for the change that it would 
result in bringing the highest educational institutions 
of the Army and the Navy together so that the stu- 
dents may profit by the lectures, war games, etc., of 
either college. The advantage of having the Naval War 
College at Newport, which facilitates taking advantage 
of its work by the officers of the U.S. Atlantic Fleet, 
says the Secretary, is of minor value. He points out 
that the Fleet has spent very little time in Newport 
harbor, and the length of stay is usually so short that 
the Fleet officers can profit in very small measure from 
the work in the college; that the college demands con- 
tinuous study of the subjects taught, so that very little 
is to be gained by a few interrupted visits. Secretary 
Daniels says: “A war college must embrace the study 
of the history of operations in formcr wars and learning 
the methods adopted by the naval and military command- 
ers in conducting operations, their reasons for the meth- 
ods adopted and the results which were accomplished. 
From these studies and the developments of new en- 
gines and methods of war it is then attempied to for- 
mulate certain conclusions which should be taken as the 
accepted standards in regard to the strategy to employ 
in future operations. The means to be taken to aceom- 
plish the purposes demanded by these standards are 
analyzed and approved. It is, therefore, found that un- 
der many conditions the principles. of strategy and the 
operations to be conducted are governed by the same 
standards, both for the Army.and the Navy. The most 
important reason, it is apparent, for both war colleges 
to be in close touch with each other needs no great em- 
phasis. If the Naval War College is located in Wash- 
ington a great many officers on duty in the Navy De- 
partment and in the vicinity of the Capital will be able 
to attend the lectures and observe the war games con- 
ducted on the game board. In other words, there are a 
great many more. officers who can profit by the wer col- 
lege when located in Washington than at any other 
place.” The bill to authorize the removal of the Naval 
War College has been introduced in the House, although 
it is not anticipated that in the short time remaining it 
will be passed at the present session. Senator Gerry of 
Rhode Island has already indicated that he will oppose 
the measure when it reaches the Senate.

Drirrine TowarD UNPREPAREDNESS. 

That the combined movements toward the reduction of 
the Army and Navy personnel, the deliminations of Ser- 
vice appropriations with the consequent harmful effect 
on matériel that is likely to ensue, and the spirit shown 
in Congress to interfere with purely technical matters 
concerning weapons and ships, all show a strong trend 
toward unpreparedness, is a conviction of many Army 
and Navy officers. Major Gen. Peter @: Harris, The 
Adjutant General, made a statement to the Washington 
correspendent. of , the. New» Yorke Werld ‘on this general 
subject of the: danger of-umpyeperedness on Feb. 6, in 
the ceurse. of- whieh he sait:‘‘“Fhe loss to the world in 
money.and, lives during. the last.year of the war is the 
direct. result of the failure of the United States to make 
reasonable preparation during the first three years ef the 
World War. Ask the fathers and mothers of the young 
men who now fil! soldiers’ graves, and of those who ‘are 
maimed for life, if they would have been willieg to 
have their taxes increased could they have realized that 
by doing so their sons now probably would have been 
alive and well, In 1917 there were in the Regular 
Army and ‘Nafienal Guard about 300,000. enliste! men. 
‘Phere are to-day in the National Guard 75,009 enlikted 
men, and Congress will no doubt limit the Reguiar Army 
to 175,000 or possibly 150,000. So now, three years 
after the close of the war, we are ta have an Arny 
smaller by 50,000 enlisted men, Regutar Army ade Na- 
tional Guard, than. in 3917.

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SMALL ARMY VETO OVERRIDDEN. 
President's Attempt to Maintain Strength Beaten. 


President Wilson’s attempt to interject some sound 
military sense into the confusion of counsel regarding 
the Army of the United States now pervading Congress 
was defeated on the night of Feb. 3 when the House of 
Representaives by a vote of 271 to 16 and without de- 
bate repassed the resolution limiting the strength of the 
Army to 175,000 men which the President had vetoed in 
a message sent to the House earlier in the day. After 
quoting the restrictive resolution the President said in 
his message that it made “no provision for the preserva- 
tion of any proportionate strength in the combatant 
corps of the Army and a mere discontinuance of enlist- 
ment would, for a long time, preserve the staff corps dis- 
proportionately enlisted and the combatant corps insuf- 
liciently manned to maintain the instruction and train- 
ing which ought to ve assured if an Army of 175,000 men 
is ¢o be efficient in proportion to its aggregate numbe:.” 

The War Department had recommended an Army of 
approximately 500,000 men, the message continued, “as a 
result of the lessons of the war. Congress, after pro- 
longed consideration, authorized the reorganization ef the 
Army on the basis of an enlisted strength of approxi- 
mately 280,000 men, including in the organization new 
arms like the Air Service and the Chemical Warfare Ser- 
vice, the use of which were developments of the war and 
provision fur which is a necessary addition to the pre- 
war strengt) of the Army. 

“The Rec'>arization act authorized for the first time 
in our history a tactical organization of the Army resting 
upon divisions as tactical units, and required the training 
of the National Guard and the Organized Reserve in as- 
sociation with the divisions of the Regular Army. At 
that tim the Congress plainly regarded the provision 
then made as tie minimum which the peace-time Army 
should have as the nucleus of mobilization in the event 
of a national emergency. 

“I regret,” the President concluded, “that I am not 
able to see the condition of the world at large or in the 
needs of the United States any such change as would 
justify the restriction upon that minimum which is pro- 
posed by the House joint resolution.” 

Recruiting Stops on Senate Action. 

By a vote of 67 to 1 cn Feb. 7 the Senate. followed 
the action of the House and passed the resolution over 
the President's veto. As soon as Neeretary of War Baker 
learned that the resolution had become law he issued an 
order on the night of the same day directing the stoppage 
of all recruiting. According to the order no recruits 
will be accepted for the Army, beginning Feb. 8, except 
those who have served one or more enlistment periods. 
Army officers have estimated that it will require nine 
months, or until Nov. 1, 1921, to reduce the enlisted 
strength to 175.000 men. If the appropriation for 
150,000 men for the fiscal year 1922 is not increased this 
wlil necessitate a still further reduction, if the principle 
stands that “appropriations and not the law” fix the 
strength of the Army, this principle hav:ng been upheld 
by the commiitce when Secretary Baker was before it 
on Dec. 10, 1920. 

‘In its haste to reduce the Army neither the Senate 
nor the House apparently took into account the neces- 
sity for providing for a proportionate strength in the 
various corps and services. The error in the situation 
thus ercuted was pointed out by the President in his 
veto missage. Apparently the War Department will 
now have to suggest corrective legislation for this condi- 
tion of affairs or clse organization of the Army will be 
bad.y disproportioned. That new tables ef organization 
will have to be worked out is another result of this 
whole proceeding. 
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NOMINATIONS OF ARMY OFFICERS. 
Gencral Mclutyre’s Nomination Referrcd to Committee. 

The question of the reference to the Committee on 
Military Affairs of the nominations for promotion in 
the Army “from the grade of fizst lieutenant up to and 
including the grade of colonel” was brought up in the 
Senate on Feb. 4 by Senator Wadsworth, who asked 
that this be done in open executive session. As there 

as no objection the nominations were referred to the 
lilitary Affairs Committee. The entire list of over 
3,000 is printed in the Congressional Record of Feb. 7. 
These nominations for promotion were published in our 
columns during the past few months as issued from week 
to week by the War Department. Senator Underwood 
said that ke hoped there would be included in this request 
the reference to the committee “of the nomination of a 
general in the -Army who will go out of commission if 
his nomination is not confirmed.” fenator Smoot ob- 
jected to this nomination being included among the 
others just mentioned. Senator Wadsworth then made 
an additional request for unanimous consent in open ex- 
ecutive session, “that there be referred to the Committee 
on Military Affairs the nomination of Brig. Gen. Frank 
MelIntyre to be Chief of the Bureau of Insular Affairs.” 
“In making the request,” Senator Wadsworth continued, 
“I have this very brief explanation to make. It so hap- 
pens that when General McIntyre was nominated and 
confirmed as Chief of the Bureau of Insular Affairs, ap- 
proximately eight years ago, it was necessary for him, 
under some peculiar twist in the law or his own situa- 
tion at that time, to surrender his commission in the 
Army of the United States. Since that time he has 
not held a commission in the litte or the staff corps 
proper of the Army. He has held a commission as brig- 
adier general, Chief of the Bureau of Inswar Affairs. 
If he should not be confirmed by March 4 he will be 
out of the Army entirely, a result which I think no 
Senator would desire to see brought about. It is for 
that reason that I make the request.” 

Senators Robinson and Swanson made strong pleas 
that the rest of the nominations of general officers be 
referred to the Military Affairs Committee, but without 
avail, Senator Lodge standing firm in hig objection to 
these nominations being referred until the next adminis- 
tration comes into office. He said: “In four weeks or so 
the nominations will ail be disposed of, and without any 
eon the officers will get the honors they deserve. 

think in-all likelihood the same names may come back.’ 


Before the debate ended Senator Swanson said, in a 


final appeal, “I believe there is not a gowernment in the 
world, in view of the records that some of these officers 
have made, which would not have promoted them within 
thirty days after the war was over. The officers of our 
Army have been waiting for nearly two years, and now 
the matter is to be delayed longer. 

As there was no objection to General McIntyre’s nom- 


ination being referred to the committee it was so or- 
dered.

THE APPROPRIATION BILLS. 
. Sundry Civil Bill Passed. 

The Senate on Feb. 9 passed in the Sundry Civil 
bill amendments appropriating $18,600,000 for hos- 
pital purposes for soldiers. One amendment appropri- 
ates $12,500,000 for five new hospitals, the locations to 
be decided by the Surgeon General of the Public Health 
Service and by the President. Another amendment 


would provide $6,100,000 for the care of disabled veter- 
ans through improvements or new construction of Pub- 
lic Health Service hospitals, these to be located at Bos- 
ton, New York, Perryville, Md., Norfolk, Whipple Bar- 
racks, Ariz., Chicago, Lake City, Fla., Atlanta, Louis- 
ville, Fort Bayard, N.M., Evansville, Ind., Pittsburgh 
and Fort McKenzie, Wyc., and Walla Walla, Wash. 
Funds for compensation and vocational training of Ser- 
vice men also were provided in the bill. 
Army Bill Passes the House. 

The House on Feb. 8 passed H.R. 15943, appr »priat- 
ing approximately $329,000,000 for the Army tor the 
fiscal year 1922. As passed the amount carricd for 
pay of enlisted men is $72,678,659, which is estimated 
to pay 150,000 men from July 1, 1921. Very few 
changes were made in the bill as reported to the House 
by the Military Committee. A provision was added to 
direct the Secretary of War to “honorably discharge 
from the military service with pay and traveling allow- 
ances all enlisted men under the age of eighteen on the 
application of such men or either of their parents or 
legal guardians.” This provision is intended to annul 
the former rule of discharging without honor, without 
pay and without travel pay youths who had enlisted 
without consent of parents and had falsely claimed to 
be of legal enlistment age. 

Efforts to increase the enlisted pay item so as to take 
care of 175,000 men failed. The House, on the final vote, 
refused to cut the number of officers from 14,000 to 
9,000, and although the enlisted pay appropriation is 
only sufficient for a force of 150, , refused by a vote 
of 219 to 110 to insert a specific provision that the 
Army be reduced to 150,000 during the year. 

The appropriation for vocational education, which in 
last year’s bill was $3,500,000, is now placed at $1,000,- 
000, as recommended by the Military Committee, and 
the bill also carries these provisos: “That no part of 
this appropriation shall be available for salaries of civil- 
ian instructors other than in technical branches, and 
further that not more than $50,000 shall be expended 
for salaries and no person shall be employed hereunder 
at a rate of compensation exceeding $3,000 per annum.” 
The number of civilian instructors employed at the date 
of the report of the Chief of Staff for 1920 was 1,571. 

A provision was inserted in the appropriations for 
“Regular Supplies” that would authorize the Quarter- 
master General, hereafter when in his opinion it is in 
the interest of the United States so to do, to enter into 
contracts or to incur obligations for fuel in sufficient 
quantities to meet the requirements of one year with- 
out regard to curreft fiscal year, and payments for sup- 
plies delivered under such contracts may be made from 
funds appropriated for fiscal year in which the contract 
was made, or from funds appropriated, or which may be 
appropriated for such supplies duing ensuing fiscal year. 

Provisos Not Accepted. ’ 

Points of order were made and sustained agaiust the 
following provisions: That damage claims up to $250 
each and not exceeding $10,000 in the aggregate, result- 
ing from operation of aircraft, may be settled on sub- 
stantiation of a board of survey; that the appropriation 
for aviation increase shall not be available for increased 
pay of any officer unless such officer is attached to an 
airplane unit regularly required to fly; appropriation of 
$10.000 for national trophy and medals for rifle con- 
tests; extra pay for officers on detached service at the 
Military Academy, and the rank and pay of staff ser- 
geant for the non-com. officer on duty as clerk of the 
personnel adjutant, U.S.M.A.; two expert civilian in- 
structors in fencing, broadsword, etc.; quarters, heat

Report on Naval Appropriation Bill. 

In connection with the report of the House. Committee 
on Appropriations on the Naval Appropriation bill for 
the fiscal year 1922, which was presented on Feb. 2, as 
noted in our issue of Feb. 5, and which provides a total 
of $395,504,444, the amount recommended shows several 
differences as compared with the appropriations for 
similar purposes for 1921 and with the estimates for 
1922. The total is $284,011,287 less than the amount 
requested in the estimates, which, however, included an 
item of $400,000 which has been transferred to the first 
Deficiency Appropriation bill of 1921. It is $37,775,129 
less than the amount appropriated for similar purposes 
for the current fiscal year. In general the reduction in 
estimates has been brought about, first, by providing 
fer a naval enlisted force of 100,000 instead of 143,000 
men, and for a force of marines of 20,000 instead of 
27,400; reducing of cost of labor and materials; prac- 
tically confining public works to the West coast and 
the Hawaiian Islands; reducing appropriation for ship's 
fuel; denial of the committee’s right to make appropria- 
tions in advance of authorizations; and reduction in ap- 
propriations for ship construction work. 

he bill carries $23,655,318 for the officer, enlisted and 
civilian personnel employed in connection with aviation 
activities. It carries no appropriations for new aircraft, 
establishment of new stations or new ccnstruction at 
stations, The appropriations for maintenance Bureau 
of Yards and Docks, and repair and preservation have 
been consolidated and a reduction made in the two of 
$2,000,000. The amount carried in the bill for pay of 
the Navy is $133,202,263. With the exception of the 
fiscal year 1910 this is more money than was appropri- 
ated for the entire Naval Establishment in any one year 
up to and including the fiscal year 1913. While the 
amount for 1922 appears as an increase of $12,325,726 
over the appropriation for the current year, the appro- 
priation for 1921 is deficient Lf i because of 
the Pay Increase bill approv ay 18, 1920. So in 
reality there is a reduction of $17,032,495, largely ac- 
counted for by the reduced enl operate provided 
for. Under the leading provisions for the Navy the re- 
duction of $14,390,327 under the estimate is due to pro- 
for fewer men and fifty cents instead 


viding 
f six ht cents as the cost of a ration, 
of Souserning the increase in the Navy the 1916 building 


program, which provides for 156 vessels, is being carried 
out with the exception of twelve torpedoboat destroyers 
and one transport. The original estimated cost of the 
program was $544,700,000. It is now estimated that 
the program will cost to complete $972,931,000, of which 
$538,270,000 has been appropriated heretofore, leaving 
yet to be appropriated $448,270,000 at present costs. 
The ultimate cost, the committee report says, will prob- 
ably come well within the revised figure. ‘The amount 
carried in the committee’s reported bill towards the com- 
pletion of these vessels is $90,000,000. The authorized 
enlisted strength of the Navy is 131,485 men, plus 6,000 
apprentice seamen, plus the Hospital Corps (fixed by 
law at three and one-half per cent. of the authorized 
strength of the Navy and Marine Corps), plus the num- 
ber of men sentenced by court-martial to discharge, plus 
men detailed for duty with the Naval Militia, plus men 
furloughed without pay, plus men of the Flying Corps 
(fixed by law at 350) and plus men in trade schools; 
or, roundly, between 143,000 and 145,000. One hundred 
thousand men, the number appropriated for, will permit 
of keeping in full commission at least 384 vessels, which 
is thirty-two more vessels than we had altogether in the 
Navy in 1916. The force appropriated for will permit 
of keeping ninety-six torpedoboat destroyers in fall com- 
mission. Since 1916 279 torpedoboat destroyers either 
have been built or are in course of construction. 

The number of commissioned officers of the line of 
the Navy is fixed by law at four per cent. of the enlisted 
strength, or 5,499 officers. The various staff corps num- 
ber, all told, approximately, 2,600, or, roundly, 8,100 
commissioned officers of the Navy, line and staff; in ad- 
dition to these 500 Reserve officers are authorized in the 
aviation and auxiliary service. The bill carries appro- 
priations for 8,391 commissioned officers of the line and 
staff on active duty. The authorized enlisted strength 
of the Marine Corps is fixed by law at 27,400 men and 
the officers’ strength is limited to four per cent. of the 
total, authorized enlisted strength. : 


Committce May Approve $14,000,000 for Fortifications. 

Chairman Good, of the House Committee on Appropri- 
ations, in a summary reviewing the work of his ¢om- 
mittee, which he presented to the House on Feb. 9, 
stated that the commitee had reduced, by nearly $800,- 
000,000, the estimates proposed for Government expendi- 
tures for the fiscal year 1922, which had amounted to 
$4,736,000,000. This assumed, he added, that the com- 
mittee will recommend $14,000,000 for the Fortifications 
bill, the only appropriation bill still to be reported. 
Estimates for fortifications were $35,000,000. 


THE SIXTY-SIXTH CONGRESS. 
FINAL SESSION. 
Muscle Shoals Appropriation Passes Senate. 

The appropriation of $10,000,000 for the development 
of the Muscle Shoals, Ala., water-power project, was 
retained without change in the Sundry Civil Appropria- 
tion bill which was passed by the Senate on Feb. 9. The 
appropriation for Mississippi river flood control, in the 
same bill, was increased from $6,670,000 to $8,000,000. 

To Provide Hospitals for Disabled Soldiers. 

The House on Feb. 7, by a unanimous vote, passed 
the bill authorizing the expenditure of $12,500,000 to 
build five hospitals in different parts of the country, to 
care for wounded soldiers. The bill does not designate the 
location of the hospitals, but provides that one shall be 
built in the Central Atlantic coast states, one in the 
Great Lakes region, one in the. Central Southwest, one 
in Rocky Mountain states and one in Southern Cali- 
fornia. An additional $5U0,000 is appropriated to con- 
vert into hospitals the barracks at Fort Walla Walla, 
Wash., and at Fort McKenzie, Wyo. The bill carries a 
provision authorizing the Secretary of the Treasury to 
enter into an agreement with the Commission for Mili- 
tary Hospitals for the State of New York to lease the 
hospital building on the Creedmoor rifle range on Long 
Island, N.Y. Soldier patients who have been gased will 
be treated there. The hospital will cost the state of 
New York $3,000,000; the Government wil! pay a yearly 
rental of $300,000. 

Sundry Provisions for the Navy. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs on Feb. 4 re- 
ported favorably H.R. 15994 providing for sundry mat- 
ters affecting the Naval Establishment. The bill con- 
tains twenty-four distinct sections, a large number of 
which have to do with legislative matters that are con- 
tained in or directly or indirectly suggested by the esti- 
mates of appropriations for the Naval Establishment for 
the fiscal year 1922. 

The Unknown Soldier. 

Under H.J. Res. 426, as amended and reported to the 
House on Feb. 4, the Secretary of War is “authorized 
and directed, under regulations to be prescribed by him, 
to cause to be brought to the United States the body of 
an American, who was a member of the A.E.F. who 
served in Europe, who lost his life during the World 
War and whose identity has not been established, for 
burial in the Memorial Amphitheater of the National 
Cemetery at Arlington, Va.” 

Compensation of Certain National Army Officers. 

The House Committee on Interstate and Foreign Com- 


merce made a favorable report on Feb. 2 on the bill 
(H.R. 15904) to fix compensation of officers of the Na- 
tional Army who incurred disability while in the Ser- 
vice. The text was printed in our issue of Feb. 5. The 
report states that “it was the intent of Congress at the 
time of the passage of what is generally known as the 
Seleetive Service act, that the men in the Regular Army 
and those in the temporary Army should have the same 
status and be on the same footing, in so far as pay, pen- 
sions, hospitalization, and treatment are concerned.” 
After quoting pertinent sections of this act the report 
continues: “This same question has been considered in 
the Navy Department. The Naval Appropriation act of 
June 4, 1920, contains the following provision: “That all 
officers of the Naval Reserve Force and temporary offi- 
cers of the Navy who have heretofore or may hereafter 
incur physical disability in line of duty shall be eligible 
for retirement under the same conditions 1s now provided 
by law for officers of the Regular Navy who have in- 
curred physical disability in line of duty.” A letter 
from Secretary of the Navy Daniels to the chairman of 
the committee, dated. Dec. 20, 1920, is reproduced in the 
report giving the history of the suit of Berry versus 
Daniels, an early result of which was the enactment of 
the above a in the Naval Appropriation act o 
June 4, 1920. 





Proposed Amendments. 


An amendment intended to be proposed by Mr. Rans- 
dell to the bill] (H.R. 15943) making appropriations 
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for the Army authorizes the accounting offiecrs’ of thz 
Tieasury to credit the account of Harold Kernan. now 
serving as first lieutenant, 13th Field Art., U.S.A., $3426, 
mouey stolen from an enlisted pean serving under hun, 
for which said oticer was held responsible while sta- 
tioned at Brest, Franee, in October, 1119. 

An amendment intended to be proposed by Mr. Gerry 
to the bill (H.R. 15075) making appropriations for the 
niuval service reads: “That fer the purpose of further

l’resident is hereby authorized to have constructed four 
a‘reraft carriers of mos: suitable characteristics, and to

Reduced Rates for Travel on Leave. 
Representative Hicks, as noted in our issue of Feb. 5, 


‘has introduced a bill (H.R. 15944) to authorize rates of 


transportation for members of the mi.itary and naval 
forces. It provides that nothing in any law of the U.S. 
shall prevent the giving of reduced rates to members of 
the Military and Navel forees or of the Coast (iuard, 
for their transportation when traveling in uniform on 
a duly authorized leave of abseue: or furlough. 

In regard to the purposes of isis bill Mr. Hicks writes: 
“Admiral Washington, Chicf of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, in bis testimony before the Naval Committee, 
stated that in his opinion an opportunity for the mien 
to go home on furlough would improve the morale of 
the Service. I agree with him and feel also that if 
these men could go hone they woe escape many of the 
temptations that beset men when oa leave without any 
objective other than a good time. At present, ewing to 
the high cost of traveling, this is almost impossible, 
especially if they live at any distance. I undcrstand 
many railroads, real.zing it would mean an increase of 
traveling, are willing and ready to make substantial re- 
duction to men m uniform.” 

Mr. Hicks adds a summary of systems in voguc im 
ether countries. In England officers and enlisted men 
ou active duty are allowed in general a half-fare rete on 
railroads while on duly authorized leave. In France 
thuse on active duty and general officers of the Reserve 
pay for travel on French railroads one-fourth regular 
fare. Men on sea service are entitled, once each year, 
when on leave, free transportation to and from their 
homes. In Italy officers receive a discount of about 
seventy-five per cent. on railroad ticket each time they 
wish to travel, and whether in uniform or in plain 
clothes; members of an officer’s family enjoy same privi- 
lege, except discount is about fifty per cent. Enlisted 
men receive a similar discount when on authorized leave. 

In the United States no discount whatsoever is granted 
officers or men of the Navy when traveling on author- 
ized leave, the one cent per mile rate in effect for per- 
sons in the Military or Naval service during the war 
having been discontinued on March 1, 1920, the date the 
railroads were returned by the Government to private 
ownership and operation. “It is my understanding,” 
says Mr. Hicks, “that in Europe, where a discount is 
granted the Government in the case of other than gov- 
ernment owned railroads reimburses the railroads for 
the difference in cost.” 





BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 

H.R. 15954, Mr. Butler—Same in part as H.R. 15994, 
which has been favorably reported in the House. 

H.R. 15991, Mr. Griffin.—To amend Naval Appropriation act 
of June 4, 1920, by adding in Sec. 5, line 9, after the words “‘to 
the extent of all prior naval service,” the following words: 
“Or naval miitia service; service, however, in the latter to 
be not less than ten years,” so that Sec. 5 shall read: ‘‘Sec. 5. 
That officers appointed under any of the foregoing provisions 
shall be not more than thirty-five years of age when so ap- 
pointed to the line of the Navy, Construction Corps, or Supply 
Corps, and not more than forty-three years of age when so 
appointed to the Corps of Chaplains, or to the Medical, Dental 
or Civil Engineering Corps: Provided, That said age limits 
shall be increased in the cases of officers who have rendered 
prior service as paymaster’s c‘erks, or as mates, or as warrant 
or commissioned officers in the naval service to the extent of all 
prior naval service, or naval militia service; service, how- 
ever, in the latter to be not less than ten years,” etc.

Navy such new or important types of vessels as will 
serve to round out the fleet and make it modern in all 
its units.” 

The World War, he said, caused our building efforts 
to be diverted almost entirely to construction of anti- 
submarine craft, submarines, mine vessels and so forth. 
During the war the abundance of capital-ships possessed 
by the Allied nations made it safe for us to delay their 
construction, but such conditions are not likely to recur. 
We shall have to rely in all probability solely upon our 
own state of preparedness. The future battleship will 
probably differ from that of 1920, but that is no reason 
why we should in the meantime risk a state of unpre- 
paredness. The attack upon the 1916 program has been 
mainly directed upon the battleships and one of the prin- 
cipal arguments used is that the British government 
doubts the future value of that type and is now building 
none. Admiral Badger submitted the statement of the 
First Lord of the British Admiralty on that subject in 
his naval estimates for 1920-21 as submitted to Parlia- 
ment. The First Lord argued against the abolition of 
the battleship. From this it would appear, Admiral 
Badger said, that some other reason than doubt of the 
value of the battleship will have to be sought for the 
present temporary cessation of battleship construction 
in the British navy. Our own General Board in no 
way minimizes the importance or the possibilities of 
submarines, aircraft and aircraft carriers, but urges 
fis every effort be made in our Navy to lead in their 





fu§ure development. It also recognizes our shortage in 
eulface cruisers. 


Admiral Fiske Explains Torpedoplane. 

Rear Admiral Bradley A. Fiske was next called upon 
to explain the torpedoplane. When he was on the Gen- 
eral Board, he said, he had recommended the use of 
torpedoplanes for the protection of the Philippines. The 

lan met approval, but was never carried out. In 1913 

he British began to experiment with the dropping of

‘With reference to the question of the value of the bat- 
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tleship. Admi:al Fiske outlined the history. of ships from 
the old-time g2'l y to the present capital ship, and 
show:d how f om time to time one kind -f vessel dis- 
places anothcr as the capital ship. The development of 
airplancs and »abmerines, and future inventions, might 
force the capital ship of to-day to the background and 
another typ: may take its place, but as yet the matter 
is not conclusive, azd construction of the large battle- 
ship shou.d be continued. He added: “I don’t believe 
A letting loose ef one rope until you get hold of an- 
other.” a 

It was his opinion, Adra-al Fiske said, that nothing 
efficiently ean be done in. the way of naval aviation 
until a Bureau of Aeronantics is establisbe]. He recom- 
mended the building of at least two airplane carriers. 
Mr. Oliver asked if our fleet would be useless, in the 
eveut of war, if we should proceed with the 1916 program 
without provid'ng any airplane carrier ships, or for any 
kind of an aviation foree.. Admiral Fiske replied that 
“the fleet could be used, but we would get licked”; fa‘l- 
vre would be inevitable. 


General Mitchell Appears Again. 


Evidently to the surprise of the Navy officers present, 
Brig. Gen. William Mitchell, Assistant Chief of Army 
Air Service, appeared in the room, and was called by 
the committee to take the stand. He was requested by 
Chairman Butler to tell something of the shelling of the 
Indiana, and th> possibilities of aviation. General Mit- 
chell repeated what he had said before the Committee 
on Appropriations concerning the damage done the Indi- 
ana and the accuracy of hits, asked permission to give 
a general survey of aviation. ‘This granted, he began at 
the time cf early experiments with this method of war- 
fare, traced its successes aud failures, showed its pres- 
ent organization, and prophesied its future. He talked 
rapidly for nearty an hour, and not beng through at the 
close of the session he was reques to appear again 
on Feb. 5. Chairman Butler asked the Navy officers to 
return if they cared te do so. 


SESSION OF FEBRUARY 5. 

On Feb. 5, the hearing was resumed, with the Navy 
officers present. General Mitchell continue] his testi- 
mony. He showrd what might be the possibilities of 
lighter-than-air aviation and eited the German L-72 air- 
ship as.an examp‘e, designed, equipped and intendéd for 
the purpose of attacking New York city. he said, ac- 
cording to information gained from German vilicers. It 
was to carry ample fuel to make the round trip from 
Germany and unload twenty tons of explosives upon 
New York, flying at an altitude of about 30,000 feet. 
He believed there was absolutely no question that 
it could have been done. He pointed out how gas boinbs 
could be dropped in certain thickly populated districts 
of this country by an enemy, with the use of airplanes, 
breaking up lines of communication and rendering this 
country almost hclpless, unless we were provided with 
an adequate air foree. Our air foree, he said, is prac- 
tically nothing now as compared with England and 
France. At present. bombs intended for the Navy had 
been turned over te the Army for their experiments, and 
they were not adaptable to the needs. Mr. Britten asked 
what suecess the Air Service is having in getting better 
bombs, and General Mitchell replied that many difii- 
culties were encountered because so many officers had to 
be consultcd to obtain neeessary authority te proceed. 
The practicability of the proposal had tu be fully ex- 
plained, and then finally some one in authority would 
block the whole thing because it “could not be shown 
that such a bomb had killed somebody in the Civil War.” 

He argued for a united air service, and would have the 
Air Service separate and apart from either the Navy or 
War Departments, making it a distinct department in 
itself. There never could be an efficient air service, he 
said, unless practically all in that service were fliers, nor 
could it ever be efficient unless those assigned there 
should be allowed to remain. Under one head within 
the Service, the air force should be subject to call by 
either the Army or the Navy where needed. 


General Mitchell Insists on Air Supcriority. 


Mr. Britten here insisted that General Mitchell was 
basing all his claims upon theory, and several members 
of the committee interposed with assertions that the 
witness had confined himself to theoretical claims of air 
superiority to surface ships. There ensued a general 
cross questioning relative to theory and practice, but 
through it all General Mitchell was insistent in his 
opinion that every claim which he had made for offense in 
the air against naval craft was practical and that if given 
opportunity the Air Service would demonstrate it eon- 
clusively. Chairman Butler said that if all that had 
been claimed was fact he would like to have some of the 
older vessels given up for the purpose of demonstrating 
the claims by actual tests in dropping real bombs upon 
them from the air; it would be cheaper to blow some 
of them up than to meet the constant expense for their 
repair and upkeep. The committee favored the proposed 
test with a number of naval vessels. 

Mr. Padgett asked why this country did not have more 
efficient airplanes since so much money had been ap- 
propriated for their construction. General Mitchell ex- 
plained it was on account of the newness of the service 
with the consequent lack of trained personnel. Avia- 
tion was not looked upon by all at first as a vital branch 
of the Service, and for that reason types of planes were 
forced upon it which were not desired. Also various 
types became obsolete so rapidly, and deterioration was 
great. Mr. Britten spoke of the “hundreds and hun- 
dreds” of boxed airplanes over the country that never 
had been opened, and inquired what was to be done with 
them. General Mitchell said they would be used’ for 
practice planes, etc., but that for combat use they would 
be fatal. 7 

Mr. Oliver made a motion that the committee report 
out a bill recommending the construction of two air- 
lane carriers of the most modern type, and that pend- 
ing the securing of appropriation for that purpose no 
further money be expended in securing materials for, or 
work on the Massachusetts and Iowa, which dre now 
only partially completed. It was decided the matter 
would better be taken up in executive session, and the 
hearing was brought to a close. 





SESSION OF FEBRUARY 7, 


Mondell Favors Further Reduction of Appropriations. 

Representative Mondell, of Wyoming, majority leader 
of the House, oo his views regarding disarmament 
and the so-called “naval holiday” on Feb. 7, before the 
committee. He is ae to a naval holiday as pro- 
posed and questioned the sincerity of those who are 
making proposals for a limitation of armaments, while 


the same time that n can be do 
ES pet hd. 1-7, t he would 


have the Congress do is to further reduce the appropria- 
tions for both the Army and the Navy, as recommended 
by the Committees on Appropriations, but he main- 
tained he was not in favor of scrapping our essential 
war equipment. Plans and policies now coutem- 
plated for the development of onr Military Establish- 
iment, he said, called 2, appropriations far in excess of 
what should be authorized, and far in excess of what 
any other nation was contemplating. 


Admiral Coontz Announces Air Test Against Battleship. 


Admiral Robert E. Coontz, Chief of Naval Operations, 
took the stand, and said that while Army officers were 
invited to wateh the demonstrations in ping bombs 
upon the old battleship Ind‘ana, and the result of the 
experiments thus became common knowledge, many other 
experiments were being carricd on in the Navy with the 
torpedoplanes, in dropping bombs, and in other —— 
which were not gencrally known. The committee would 
be welcome at any time in exccutive session to have the 
full and complete reports of all tests. He made known 
that it was the expectat:zon in about ninety days to 
bomb a battleship out in the open sea to determine 
whether the claims for aviation might be established. He 
believed a great deal could be done with the aid of the 
airplane, but it had not rendcred the battleship obsolete. 
It would be absolutely necessary to have airplane car 
riers, to afford any reasonable protection to the battle- 
ship. He recommended that two airplane carrie:s be 
constructed as quickly as possible, bringing into their 
construction all known modern design and equipment. 
One should be placed on the Atlantic and one on the 
Pacific. If there is no likelihood of appropriation for 
new construction, Admiral Coontz recommended fore- 
going the construction of six submarines and twelve de- 
stroyers that have already been authorized, which would 
allow $52,000,000 for the purpose. With that in two 
years we could have two serv.ceable carriers. 

Admiral Coontz thought we should proceed with the 
1916 program until it is finished; then if other nations 
will agrce we might limit armaments from that standard 
on ap equality with the others. In a naval battle, with 
the Air Service first to come into conflict, the side which 
had the greatest number of battleships, after supremacy 
of the air was gained, would have the advantage over 
the ether and would have control of sea. He 
thought we had wasted our time in converting the Jupi- 
ter into an airplane carrier (now renamed the Langley), 
and did not think it advisable to try to effect any fur- 
ther conversion. An airplane carrier should be con- 
structed from the start according to the latest plans and 
spcecifieations for such a vessel. 


Admiral Taylor Describes Airplane Carrier. 


Rear Admiral David W. Taylor, Chief of the Bureau 
of Construction and Repair, was asked if anything was 
known in regard to what Great Britain is doing by way 
of airplane carrier construction. He said that country 
had just completed the Eagle, and another one is nearing 
completion, making. six or eight sueh -vessels for the 
3.itish mavy. Their speed ranged from eleven to thirty- 
one and one-half knots. Details are not available but it 
had been learned that some of the British carriers were 
succe: sful while others were not. He thought we would 
have noe difficulty in making a satisfactory carrier. 
two car iers which have been designed, cne wozld cost 
$21,600,000 and have a specl ef about twenty-nine and 
a half knots, with 25,000 tons displacement; another 
type is capable of developing a sp2ed of approximately 
thirty-three knots, with 35,000 tons displacement, at a 
cost of $28,600,000. It would be throwing away some- 
thing Uke $20,000,000, he said, to stop work now on 
the Massachusetts and the Iowa; the Iowa is nearly 
thirteen per cent. completed, the Massachusctts not quite 
so far along. 

Moving Pictures Shown by Captain Craven. 


Both still and moving pictures were then projected on 
a screen in the committee room showing the British air- 
plane carriers, the taking off and the alighting of air- 
planes, which were explained by Capt. T. T. Craven, 
U.S.N., Director of Naval Aviation. Several of the 
carriers were converted battleships, and Captain Craven 
explained that it was almost impossible in such con- 
version to do away with smokestack intereference, both 
as to ‘ts position and the adverse air currents it caused. 


“The exhibition and hearing for the day concluded 


with a showing of activities of our own Navy in the 
launching of torpedoes from airplanes, which appeared 
to be quite successful in the pictures, but the planes 
were required to descend to within about twenty feet 
of the water before the torpedo was released and sent 
on its way. Pictures were also shown of the experi- 
ments in exploding bombs near and on the deck of the 
Indiana. From the damage done, it appeared that the 
work of destruction was sufficient to put a ship out of 
commission, but Captain Craven explained that ade- 
quate comparisons could hardly be made when the 
stronger armor of the modern vessels is considered, as 
the object of attack. 
Army and Navy Air Bombing Co-operation. 


Secretary of the Navy Daniels sent a letter to Secre- 
tary of War Baker on Feb. 7 in which he spoke of the 
Navy experiments in bombing the old battleship Indiana 
from the air. The Navy Department, he wrote, has for 
years been making the largest use of aviation as a part 
of naval national defense and it desires to conduct larger 
experiments simulating actual warfare. It is proposed 
within the next ninety days to continue experiments by 
bombing at sea a vessel more modern than the U.S.S. 
Indiana and the Secretary suggests that these experi- 
ments should be carried on jeintly with the Army, or 
representatives of the Army should witness them. He 
proposes that the matter be taken up by the Joint Board 
of the Army and Navy and that they make such recon- 
mendations as may be advisable. Secretary Baker an- 
nounced on Feb. 8 that the invitation extended by Sec- 
retary Daniels will be accepted.

COMMITTEE REPORT FAVORS CAPITAL SHIP. 


After an executive session on Feb. 8 in which it 
heard further testimony from Admirals Coontz, Taylor, 
Rodgers, Jackson and Badger the Senate Committee on 
Naval Affairs announced that it would make an adverse

It includes the — < the report on 
the “Design 6f Battleships” made by t 1 Board 
to Secretary Daniels on Feb. 2, An Bey in our issue of 
Feb. 5, page 648. 
“The value and importance of submarines, aireraft and 
high éxplosives are admitted, .and-the-committee recom- 
mends that the ‘scientific study and-deve ent of all 
of these means of naval warfare - be actively continued 
Depth bombs, mines, aerial torpedees and high-explosive 
shells fired from great guas, whether of the howitzer or 
other types, are all important agencies of attack and 
defense at sea, and intensive study of their potential 
uses should be continued with a view of utilizing them 
to the greatest pessible advantage.” 

It adds that a naval power with all these devices and 
light craft “but with no battleships and battle cruisers” 
would be ‘defeated in battle by a power having all these 
devices and light craft and capital ‘ships in addition. 
“This was substantially the situation at the close of the 
late World War.” it says, “when the capital ships ot 
the Allies dominated all the seas of the world.” 


Building Program Should Be Continued. 

The report holds that “the chief function of aircraft, 
submarines and light surface craft is that ef auxiliaries 
to the main heavy fighting ships.” Also “that this 
country should maintain a Navy at least equal to that 
of any other power.” For these reasens it expresses 
the opinion “that there should be no suspension of the 
present building program of the Navy.” It is estimated 
by the technical experts of the Navy, it continues, that 

*%he actual loss which would result from a six months’ 
suspension of this work would be between $15,000,000 
and $25,000,000." 

The committee agrees with the General Beard that 
it would be advisable to substitute two airplane carriers 
for the twelve destroyers and six submarines authorized 
in the 1916 building program. The committee recom- 
mends these eighteen craft be eliminated from the pro- 
gram, “and at the same time and as a substitute there- 
for authority be given for the poe fn Bon of two air- 
plane carriers of the most modern type and equipment 
and most advantageous size.’ 

The report ends with the statement that: “The mem- 
bers of the committee are as anxious to bring about a 
reduction of armaments and relief from the burdens 
which those armaments impose upon the nations of the 
earth as any one can be, but no disarmament would be 
of any value unless it was general and-in the case of the 
great maritime powers universal. Unhappily this is not 
the case at the present time, and we must deal with con- 
ditions as they exist.”

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ATLANTIC AND PACIFIC FLEETS. 

The U.S. Atlantic Fleet, under Admiral Henry B. 
Wilson, which has been enjeying the hospitality of 
Callao, Peru, since Feb. 1, left there Feb. 5, bound for 
talboa, C.Z., where the vessels are due to arrive on 
Feb. 14. En route north the Atlantic Fleet will take 
part with the U.S. Pacific Fleet, under Admiral Hugh 
Rodman, in battle practice and maneuvers. As the At- 
lantic Fleet left the harbor of Callao it passed in re- 
view before President Leguia, of Peru, from the cruiser 
Almirante Grau. The night befere the departure Callao 
was specially illuminated, aad a great display of fire- 
works was given. The Pennsylvania, flagship ef Ad- 
miral Wilson, was the scene of a brilliant ball the 
night before the fleet sailed. The Admiral expressed -his 
deep grafitude to the Peruvian government and people 
for their generous hospitality. He received a cable- 
gram from President Alessandria of Chile, expressing 
an affectionate greeting and praised Admiral Rodman 
and his officers and men. 

The U.S. Pacific Fleet, under Admiral Redman, left 
the port of Valparaiso Feb. 5, bound north, after en- 
joying numerous hospitalities during its five days’ visit. 
Prior te departure Admiral Rodman visited the Gevernor 
of the province and the Mayor, and expressed his thanks 
for the numerous courtesies extended to his officers and 
men. Admiral Rodman also-sent-a wireless message to 
President Alessandria at Santiago, e his thanks 
to the Chilean government and aan for their kindly 
reception, and wishing them every presperity. The Span- 
Ttsh Infante, Perna de Baviera, paid a visit to Ad- 
miral Rodman on board the New Mexico on the morning 
of Feb. 5, the day the fleet sailed. After inspecting the 
ship the Prince and Admiral Rodman boarded ‘a launch 
and reviewed the other vessels of the fleet.

VACANCIES AT U.S. MILITARY ACADEMY. 
The vacancies in the Corps of Cadets at the U.S. Mili- 
tary Academy as of Jan. 31 were approximately onc 
hundred, representing non-appointments by Senators 


and Representatives of thirty-seven states. The vacan- 
cies, however, are perhaps not above the average, which 
has been 17.3 per cent. of authorized strength in the 
years 1905-1920, inclusive, which means that the aver- 
age of authorized strength has been S27 per cent. It 
is of interest to show that for the years 1901-1916, in- 
clusive, that the average of graduations as compared 
with actual strength has “been only 184 per cent. 
The average of casualties from resignations, discharges 
and other causes each year is approximately ten per 
cent. The vaeancies in cadetships for which the respect- 
ive Senators and Representatives have becn requested 
to nominate candidates for examination on March 1, 
1921, with a view to admission to the U.S. Military 
Academy on July 1, are as follows, the asterisk indicat- 
ing two cadetships and the numbers denoting Congrcs 
sional districts:

Adjt. Gen. J. Leslie Kincaid, of New York, in order to help 
meet the requirements of the new Tables of Organization pre- 
scribed by the Militia Bureau of the War Department, an- 
nounces that beginning Feb. 15 and terminating March 1, 
1921, a ‘‘state-wide recruit drive’’ will be launched in an 
effort to secure 5,000 recruits. All commanding officers, re- 
eruiting committees, members of organizations and others in- 
terested are called upon to help make the coming drive a 
success and ‘‘go over the top.’’ The unit securing the largest 
number of recruits during the drive will receive a personal 
letter of congratulations from the Commander-in-Chief, the 
Commanding General and The Adjutant General. ‘‘One recruit 
a day for each unit,’’ says General Kincaid, ‘‘will make the 
coming drive a success.’’ 

General Bullard Reviews 69th N.Y. 

‘‘I consider it a privilege and honor to review the 69th 
Regiment, and Colonel Phalen has a regiment to be proud 
of,’’ said Major Gen. Robert L. Bullard, U.S.A., to the offi- 
cers of the regiment after he had reviewed it in its armory 
in New York city on the night of Feb. 9. ‘‘The regiment is 
a husky looking body of-men,’’ he continued, ‘‘and has a 
good swing, and I was very much impressed with its showing. 
You have now a greater responsibility than ever before. 
Congress has cut the Regular Army in half, and it will 
be up to the National Guard to fill the gap in any sudden 
emergency. You are now a Federalized regiment, and have 
more serious duties than ever before, and all the steps you 
are now taking means that you are getting more Regularized, 
You can rest assured that if there is anything that we of the 
Army can help you in, we shall be only too glad to do so.’’ 

The regiment, under command of Col. John J. Phalen, had 
previously been reviewed by General Bullard, and had also 
performed evening parade and escort and salute to the color. 
It paraded twelve companies of rifles, a machine gun company 
and sanitary detachment, and it was the first time it paraded 
as a complete Federalized command with 921 officers and 
men on its rolls, 

Just after the review, decorations awarded by the state to 
officers and men of the 165th U.S.A., who had been cited for 
gallantry in action during the World War and are now at- 
tached to the 69th, were presented to the following by Gen- 
eral Bullard on behalf of the Governor: Lieut. Col. A. E. 
Anderson, Major M. H. Meaney, Capt. R. B. De Lacour and 
Capt. J. F. Moore. 

State decorations for long and faithful service were also 
presented to a number of officers and men, among them being 
the following: For twenty-five years—Lieut. Col. W. J.

Answer: The act, in 
Sec. 4b, protects you during your current enlistment against 
reduction in pay which you were receiving on June 4, 1920. 
You will continue to receive your present pay nless the 
rates given in Sec. 4b plus forty per cent. amount to more 
than you are now receiving. 

W. K. SCHWECHTEN.—In 1907 was stationed with Co. 
A, 20th Infantry, at Monterey, Calif. Five years ago ordered 
to Alaska. R. J. Schwechten, Box 167, Westbury, L.I., de- 
sires to hear of or from W. K. 8. 

F. C. D. asks: (1) On Dec. 17, 1917, I was discharged 
from the National Guard in the Federal service to accept a 
commission as second lieutenant. Does that discharge entitle 
me to the $60 bonus? (2) What procedure must I go through 
to receive reimbursement for baggage lost in France?

swer: (1) No. (2) State the facts to the War Department,

G. S. asks: August, 1917, I was promoted sergeant, 8.G., 
Q.M.C. (temporary), discharged Aug. 6, 1918, to accept ® 
commission, was discharged Oct. 23, 1919, first lieutenant, 
A.G.D., re-enlisted Oct. 24, 1919, and was reinstated sergeant, 
S.G., Q.M.C., was retired Dec. 10, 1919, sergeant, 8.G., 
Q.M.C., and am still receiving retired pay 
(1) Should I not receive the retired pay of a warrant officer, 
with the allowances of a second lieutenant, under the pro- 
visions of the Army Reorganization act? (2) What are the 
allowances of a second lieutenant? (3) Provided I am en- 
titled to the pay as in question 1, to whom should I apply? 
Answer: (1) Yes. (2) He has none on the retired list, so 
that part of the law seems to have no meaning.

No back 
pay is due you. 

RETIRED.—The act of May 18, 1920, does not change the 
compensation of the enlisted man, on the retired list, holding 
the Congressional Medal of Honor. 

I. N. Z. asks: I am serving on my last enlistment, and 
retire before this enlistment expires. On what would I base 
my retired pay? Answer: On the rate given in the first sen- 
tence of Sec. 4b, Army Reorganization act, with longevity 
added; in your case $45+40%—$63. Seventy-five per cent. of 
$63—$47.25. 

R. B.—If your C.O. cannot show you the order relating to 
Philippine Service badges, write to The A.G. through the 
channel, stating your service. 

W. B. asks: I re-enlisted on, Oct. 9, 1919, for one year; 
was discharged Oct. 2, 1920, for convenience of Government 
and received travel pay ta my home, New York city. Now 
the amount of my travel pay is being deducted from pay. Is 
it right that I must refund this money? Answer: Not entitled, 
since you had not completed an enlistment. 

J. ©. T. asks: (1) What benefits are derived by the bene- 
ficiary of a retired enlisted man in case of the retired en- 
listed man’s death? (2) Is the beneficiary entitled to the six 
months’ pay and allowances? (3) Does the Government pay 
the expenses of funeral of retired enlisted men? Answer: 
(1) None, unless he was on active -duty status at time of 
death. (2) Only as stated in preceding answer. (3) No. 

J. ©. B. asks: A soldier holding a permanent warrant as 
sergeant (overseer), Q.M. Corps, signed by the Q.M. General 
of the Army in 1914, and given a temporary warrant as ser- 
geant first class, Q.M.C., in 1918, is this soldier entitled to 
be reduced to the grade of private or to be demoted to his 
original grade of sergeant (overseer)? Answer: Should re- 
turn to his permanent warrant. 

W. H. F. asks: Can I be transferred to my home, as my 
mother is sickly and by herself? A came to’ Alaska in July, 
1919, was discharged in May, 1920, and re-enlisted in August, 
1920. Does he have to stay the two years on this last enlist- 
ment in this place? Answer: You may ask for discharge on 
account of dependent relative. As to transfers, these are ar- 
ranged through the channel if deemed advisable. 

L. A. 8.—See Compilation of General Orders, under Badges, 
and apply to A.G.O. for Philippine Campaign badge if you 
are qualified. The A.G. will determine from your record. 

G. H.—The transport Logan sailed from New York June 7, 
1899, for Santiago; left Santiago June 13 for San Juan, 
Porto Rico, which place must have been reached by June 15.
